Teachers 'Nice and Orderly9 


"A keep off the grass. Be nice. Be or- 


derly," sign was posted on the newly 
seeded grass yesterday in front of the 
Dist. 59 administration building in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


It was hastily constructed and put up 


by the teachers at the request of the ad- 
ministration prior to an all-day picket by 
the teacheri. 


The teachers did keep off the grass 


and remained orderly as they paced on 
the hard-to-walk-on gravel path around 
the seeded area. 


The path was bordered by a makeshift 


fence to keep the teachers from slipping 
off the curb into traffic. The adminis- 
tration gave permission to the teachers 
to put up the fence, according to the ne- 
gotiation chairman. 


JUST INSIDE THE main door of the 


administration building weary teachers 
coming in from-the hot sun talked to the 
administration personnel and stopped to 
take a drink from the fountain. Outside 
the demonstrators drank pop from bot- 
tles bought from a machine inside. 


Although the atmosphere between the 


two groups was somewhat congenial, the 
teachers were serious about the picket. 
Some drove in from Chicago, others 
came from Des Plaines and Palatine. 


They all taught in Dist. 59 schools, ei- 


ther in Elk Grove Village, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect or Des Plaines, 
and they wanted a contract which includ- 
ed details on smaller classes. Classes in 
some of the 20 district schools now have 
30 students per teacher. 


Meanwhile, classes are scheduled to 


begin in 12 days. 


Mini-Bike Route Here Is Debated 


Youngsters seeking to establish a mini-

Jack Pahl, village president, indicated 


Tuesday that an alternate location should 
be found after several residents voiced 
objections to the proposed location.

One of the residents who objected to 


the location said his wife had signed the 
petition but that she changed her mind 
after talking to him.

Increase To Be Felt Next Year

In efforts to impress upon the School 


Dial. 59 Board of Education' the need for 
smaller classes, more than 60 teachers 
picketed the administration building in 
Arlington Heights yesterday. 


Carrying picket signs claiming the 


board of education deals in bad faith, 
and asking, "Why should children suf- 
fer?" the teachers walked quietly in 
front of 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


"The purpose of this demonstration is 


to call to the communities' attention the 
board's refusal to negotiate the remain- 


' ing $268,000 of unbudgeted funds," Dave 


Robert, chairman of the Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team, said. 


The teachers have not settled contracts 


for the coming school year and classes 
are scheduled to begin Sept. 8. The 
$268,000 is money due to an increase in 
state aid, 


WHEN ASKED WHY they were there 


walking in the hot sun, most of the teach- 
ers simply said, "It's class size. The 
classes are just too large." 


"The teachers ask that the money be 


spent in three areas: the lowering of last 
year's class size; a full-range extra duty 
program, and the development of a pro- 
gram to retain our experienced teach- 
ers," Roberts said. 


No one from the administration build- 


ing came out to watch the picketing, 
which began about 11:30 a.m. and was to 
continue to 6 p.m. Passersby honked 
their horns but hardly slowed down as 
they drove by. 


"We're trying to reach the parents. We 


hope they'll reach the board. .Its. about 
all we can do until the teachers come in 
to vote Sept. 1," Robert said. 


THE TEACHERS have scheduled a 


meeting to vote on the ratification of a 
contract approved by the district board. 
The contract includes a base starting 
salary of $7,60Q but includes no details on 
dass size, extra duty or retention of ex- 
perienced teachers. The Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team has announced they 
will urge teachers to reject the contract. 


Of the 500 positions allotted for teach- 


ers in the district only 370 of them are 
filled by returning teachers, according 
to Robert. He added that at least half of 
these were still on vacation and were not 
available to picket. 


Some of those present, however, had 


admitted to taking off work to join the 
picket line, explaining the men in dress 
shirts and ties sprinkled among the 
sports-clad picketers. 


Robert said the demonstration was not 


so much against the administration as 
the board. "We couldn't picket the board 
members' individual homes," he said. 


THE ADMINISTRATION seemed to 


agree the picketing didn't involve them, 
continuing then- work inside the building 
as usual, ignoring the picketers. 


"As the negotiator for the board I feel 


it would be completely inappropriate and 
unethical for me to make any statement 
pertaining to this incident," Al Waltman, 
administration negotiation team chair- 
man, said.

The village tax rate for 1989 was .478 


per $100 of assessed valuation. However, 
the total tax rate for residenti within the 
village is a compilation of tax rates for 
the various taxing bodies including 
school districts which account for fee 
biggest tax bite. 


Total rate in 1969 was 6.636 per $100 of 


assessed valuation. 


THE NEW RATE will reflect the in- 


crease in the municipal tax rate a* well 
as other likely increases in taxes which 
will show upinthel970taxbffltobe 
mailed oat next spring. 


Residents presently are paying tax

Under the glare of the television lights, 


Bratcher continued to read the labor 
group's statement. 


"The need of many of our workers to 


live near their jobs makes affirmative 
action on the Viatorian development an 
economic necessity," he said. 


"The immediate concern is whether 


black and other poor people will be able 
to live close enough to afford job possi- 


bilities that are opening up in the sub- 
urbs. 


" BUT THE DEEPER issue is whether 


men of all races and classes will have 
the freedom to choose where they live." 
• Then Bratcher, with six labor leaders 
sitting alongside of him, concluded the 
statement. 


"The eyes of the black community are 


focusing on Arlington Heights. We urge 
you to take the first crucial step toward 
making full participation in the suburbs 
possible — if they so choose — for black 
people, Spanish speaking people, as well 
as. white presently excluded. 


"We applaud the initiative taken by the 


Concerned Metropolitan Citizen group 
(who first requested the Viatorians use 
the land-for housing) and the Viatorian 
Order, Hnd.we hope that the village offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights will follow 
their display of courage in moving to 
break down racial exclusion in the sub- 
urbs." : 


Bratcher said the labor lealers and the 


Viatorians will meet next week to discuss 
the possibility of the four-bedroom apart- 
ments being included in the plans for the 
land. 


Answering a query about the actual 


chances for rezoning on the Viatorian 


land to permit multiple family units, he 
said, "With the support of the Viatorians, 
the citizen's group and the black labor 
leaders, the chances for zoning are 
good." 


Bratcher added that besides Arlington 


Heights, low and moderate income hous- 
ing sites are being. explored in Rolling 
Meadows, Buffalo 'Grove, Barrington, 
Mount Prospect and-Elk Grove Village. 


Prior to the release of the statement, 


Bratcher referred to Arlington Heights 
as a "city." When told the correct term 
was "village," he said, "We'll make it 
into a city."

She came to work because she said, 
she did not go along with all the things 
the movement is trying to achieve.

ness." 


Behrel said the bus company problem 


seriously affects the Northwest suburban 
area and the mayors should get together 
to see if they can come up with a solu- 
tion. 


The company last month announced it 


will virtually abandon service on four lo- 
cal Des Plaines routes, on routes in Park 
Ridge and Niles and on night and week 


end trips between the northwest suburbs 
and downtown Chicago. 


AFTER RECEIVING a report on the 


firm's financial condition from City 
Comptroller Duane Blietz, Behrel said 
United Motor Coach is "almost in- 
solvent." According to Elmer Schue- 
mann, the company's vice president and 
general manager, United Motor Coach 
lost $70,000 in the first six months of this 
year. 


The firm lost $84,000 in 1969 and more 


than $130,000 the year before. 


U n i t e d Motor Coach serves Des 


Plaines, Mount Prospect, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Arlington Heights, Park Ridge, 
Palatine, Harrington, Glenview, Wheel- 
ing, Morton Grove, Skokie, Lincolnwood, 
Niles, Edgebrook and Countryside.

reuse the glass to make bottles. Schwarz 
said the money will be used for con- 
servation projects at the nature center. 


"We hope people will bring in the glass 


just because they are concerned about 
ecology," Schwartz said. 


He said if the reclamation center can 


recycle glass, it will save on natural re- 
sources instead of filling up area gar- 
bage dumps and cluttering the highways. 


Schwarz said he expects people to 


bring in anything from fruit jars and 
beer bottles to broken window panes. He 
asks that people bringing in glass re- 
move the paper labels and any metal 
parts on bottles to save the center ime. 


People can bring in any kind of glass 


of any color, and the center will sort it 
before it takes it to the glass company. 


The nature center has tried to make 


similar arrangements. with aluminum 
companies but as yet none of the com- 
panies have agreed o suppora a recla- 
mation center for cans in this area, ac- 
ording to Schwarz.

Closed by Strike

Anyone who thinks you can't beat vil- 


lage hall had best consider the action of 
five women who closed down village hall 
in Hanover Park yesterday in sympathy 
with the women's liberation movement. 


Administrative Assistant Carol Pierce 


said the village's five women clerks 
came to work Wednesday morning only 
to pick up their paychecks. At noon, vil- 
lage clerk Elaine Mars posted the follow- 
ing notice: 


"Though not in complete agreement 


with all the alms of the women's liber- 
ation movement, in sympathy with the 
women of America we are closing the 
village hall at noon today " 


Noon is the usual quitting time for the 


village clerk, but officially "on strike' 
were Mrs Pierce, water clerk Betty 
Thlelen, building department clerk, Bar- 
bara Larak and assistant water depart- 
ment clerk Rosemary Ramsell. 


All wore "buttons, minis, and cu- 


lottes," according to Mrs. Pierce The 
five were not joined, however by their 
counterparts in Hoffman Estates or 
Schaumburg nor by "liberated" women 
in area businesses. 


At the Hoffman Estates village office, 


Mrs. Helen Johnson said yesterday, "Ev- 
erybody here is happy, and we're all 
working." 


The strike was designed to apply to all 


women, including housewives. Leaders of 


the movement suggested that "moder- 
ate" liberationism at least wear pants to 
work, for "pants are freedom " 


However, Mrs. Marge Mefford at the 


Schaumburg Village Hall said the women 
in her office were "happy with their lot. 
We enjoy being girls." 


Her opinion of the movement is sum- 


med up hi her own words, "If women are 
drafted out of this deal, just remember I 
voted no " 


Personnel spokesmen at various busi- 


nesses didn't take the strike seriously. At 
the School Dist 54 office, a woman said, 
"We all had a good laugh about it, and 
talked some, but there was no strike." 
None of the women wore the brown and 
white strike button. 


A Motorola official termed the day 


"situation normal" and was not aware of 
any sympathetic sentiments for the wom- 
en's liberation movement. 


Reliance Insurance Co reported "no 


strike," and a Union Oil spokesman 


"was not aware" of any such action by 
its 400 women employes. 


The strike came on the 50th anniversa- 


ry of ratification of the 19th amendment, 
which extended the right to vote to wom- 
en. 


It failed however, to gather the exten- 


sive support it needed to earn wide re- 
spect for the movement. A spokesman 
for the Schaumburg Jewel Food Store 
laughed, "all's peaceful here," and busi- 
ness went on as usual.

The six building principals in High 


School Dlst, 214 generally regard the dis- 
trict's revised English curriculum as one 
of the high points of the coming school 
year.

ARLINGTON 


Bruno Waara, Arlington High School 


principal, listed a variety of new devel- 
opments that he is looking forward to 
this fall. He cited decentralized student 
activities, accounting, power mechanics 
remodellni work, and a math laboratory 
program involving cooperation with the 
Illinois Institute of Technology. 


Waara also mentioned a program with 


Northwestern University in English in- 
struction and the district's in-service 
training program. The school will try to 
meet the needs of all students through 


teachers who are sensitive to student 
needs, Waara said. 


He said he expected the usual kind of 


student concerns this year, and he added 
that such concerns are always somewhat 
"unpredictable." 


ELK GROVE 


The principal at Elk Grove High 


School, Robert Haskell, is looking for- 
ward to curriculum changes in the dis- 
trict and an increasing load of early 
morning classes this fall.

Northwest Cook County Circulation 
area. On Sept. 14, Schaumburg 
High School will open for 1,200 stu- 
dents. In November, or later, 
strike plagued Maine North High 
School will admit nearly 1,000 stu- 
dents. 


The Schaumburg school, nick- 


named the Saxons, joins three oth- 
er schools in Dist. 211: Palatine, 
Conant and Fremd. The Norsemen 
of Maine North join a family of 
Dist.

The other major area schools are 


two Catholic boys' schools, St. Via- 
tor and Notre Dame, and six Dist. 
214 schools: Arlington, Prospect, 
Wheeling, Hersey, Elk Grove and 
Forest View. 


Schaumburg High School cost 


about $5 3 million and has been un- 
der construction since May, 1969. It 
is the first high school in Illinois to 
be financed by interest-free loans 
from the Illinois School Building 
Commission. 


Construction began on the $6.5 


million Maine North High School in 
March, 1969. 


In Schaumburg, teacher institute 


days will be used to fill the two- 
week period of delay in the start of 
school. Construction will continue 
even after students have begun to 
occupy the building and probably 
will be completed in January. 


Major construction work remain- 


ing at Maine North makes that 
structure unsafe for student use be- 
fore November, and existing Maine 
Township schools will continue to 
absorb the enrollment boom until 
North is ready.

Can 20 Rekindle Downtown?

It's lucky there are a few enterprising 


and far-thinking people in Palatine. 


About 20 of them want to do something

Just last 
year the chamber of commerce and 
some members of the village board held 
a couple of meeting to explore the feasi- 
bility of a mall. 


After a couple of sessions, the en- 


thusiasm dwindled, but it didn't die. The 
idea lingered long enough for some of the 
people to get together again a couple of 
weeks ago. 


The meeting was held at 26 North be- 


cause Mrs. Barbara Bowen, owner of the 
store, decided it was time to revive at- 
tempts at Improvement. She was joined 
by some local merchants, acting inde- 
pendently, and one village trustee, Clay- 
ton Brown, 


The chamber of commerce no longer is 


actively pursuing ways to improve the 
downtown area, nor is the village board.

don't care anymore. Business groups and 
local officials who should be leading the 
way are back in the shadows again.

Utility Purchase Nears 


by ALAN AKERSON 


Buffalo Grove is closer to its goal of 


purchasing the troublesome Buffalo Utili- 
ty Co. than it has ever been before. 


This week the firm buying the village's 


$4 million revenue bond issue (funds 
from the issue will be used for purchase 
of the utility among other things) an- 
nounced it was accepting the updated en- 
gineering feasibility report on the vil- 
lage's purchase of the utlity. Had the 
bond buyers refused to accept the report, 
the deal would have been off, and the 
village would be back where it has been 
for the last 18 months — knocking on 
doors looking for someone to buy its 
bonds. 


The next step in the complicated bond 


sale is the procurement of certain neces- 
sary legal opinions. Then comes the is- 
suance of the bonds, reissuance, etc., un- 
til the sale is finally complete. 


And once that is done, sometime in Oc- 


tober, the purchase of the utility will be 
started. Option agreements for the pur- 
chase have already been signed. Com- 
pletion of the utility purchase is expected 
sometime in November. 


WHY IS THE village buying the utility 


company when the firm has been the 
subject of hundreds of residents' com- 
plaints over poor service? 


Village officials feel this is the quickest 


way of solving the problems residents 
have encountered with the utility. By 
purchasing the system, upgrading it and 
tying it into the village's system, they 
hope to end such situations as a low wa- 
ter supply. 


True, there are other methods of trying 


to i prove water service for Buffalo Utili- 
ty users. For one, the village could, 
through a referendum, assume regu- 
latory powers over the utility. But, this is 
expensive. And it takes time to be set up. 
And how much actual power the village 


would have over the utility company is 
unknown. The Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission has not exactly distinguished it- 
self in using similar regulatory powers 
over the utlity. 


Another avenue for the village would 


be to purchase the utility through con- 
demnation. But, again that would have 
taken time (though a poor bond market 
made the village's present avenue take a 
lot more time than expected), and it4 
could have been painful to both sides. 


For if the village had decided to con- 


demn the utility company, then its own- 
ers probably would have pressed their 
lawsuits against the village totalling $2 


million.

My reasoning is as follows: 
1. Experience signifies that properly 


d e s i g n a t e d and controlled one-way 
streets will increase the safety of all ve- 
hicular and pedestrian traffic. Pairs of 
one-way streets incorporate the safety 
features of divided highways. 


2. The capacity of the existing streets 


is enhanced considerably by the elimi- 
naton of many inherent conflicts of typi- 
cal street patterns, such as, by eliminat- 
ing turn movements, traffic from oppo- 
site direction, etc. This improvement 
can be enhanced up to SO per cent, es- 
pecially on narrow streets. 


3. The operation of traffic will move 


safer and faster under a one-way street 
plan. Driving will be simplified by the 
elimination of multiple conflicts. The re- 
quired field of vision on approach to in- 
tersections is reduced since a driver 
needs to be alert to fewer movements 
than those drivers on two-way streets. 


4. A business section will prosper under 


a one-way street plan more than under 
the previous two-way street plan. The ca- 
pacity of the area is increased thus al- 
lowing more traffic to utilize the existing 
street areas. -Of course, parking of ve- 
hicles is still critical for the business 
section. It is surprising that modem busi- 
nessmen react to their emotions rattier 
than the experience gathered by many 
one-way street business sections today. It 
would be to the advantage of the Arling- 
ton Heights Chamber of Commerce to 
check with the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce or the U.S. Chamber of Com- 


merce, or even any of the traffic control 
management groups utilized by Arlington 
Heights, as to the pros and cons of one- 
way streets.

Suburbia From The Heart 


My name is Jim Driver and I have 


lived in Rolling Meadows for one year. 
Please allow me to share openly with 
you these thoughts and feelings within 
me after coming to know the Northwest 
suburbs this past year. I should say now 
that I have never lived in the suburbs 
before and, therefore, I can only speak to 
you from my experience 
with you 


here—and perhaps that is best anyway, 


I trust 1 may speak honestly from my 


heart. I also hope you will feel free to 
respond honestly from your heart. Yet I 
can't help but wonder if you will, for I 
have found that one of your most diffi- 
cult problems seems to be a great fear 
or inability to really speak honestly and 
openly from the areas of your deepest 
feelings. I hope this is not overstated, but 
it helps me understand why so many 
residents in your villages are so fright- 
ened by persons who are different in 
ideas or color or life-style and are so 
"uptight" about the flag, sex and sensi- 
tivity. Why are so many people so 
scared, so threatened and, God forbid, so 
"trigger happy" towards change and 
"outsiders"? 


BUT IN ALL truth I also want to ex- 


press my gratitude for the many open, 
warm, caring and concerned people I 
can now count as friends here. And, you 
know, even though a minority, I suspect 
they may be a larger percentage than is 
generally acknowledged. I do hope so, 
for 1 find that it is with these people I 
can talk about peace, black and white 
ghettos, social issues, low and moderate 
income housing and other vital concerns 
and know we can discourse reasonably, 
even when we may disagree. It is so 
hard, even sometimes impossible to do 
this with benefit and dialogue with so 
many others in your neighborhoods. 


Let me now react to your lovely vil- 


lages. They are this in a certain physical 
sense and I do not mean to imply sar- 
casm here, as you might now suspect. 


When I first moved here because of my 


work I was very surprised to find no in- 
ter/intra village public transportation 
and that it cost so much to rent or buy a 
place to live. But as the real estate agent 
who took us around said, "Well, you 
know, in this way we can pretty well de- 
termine who will be living out here," 
Yes, you do have a great number of 
beautiful houses with well kept green 
lawns and, to my utter amazement, leg- 
islated rules about where one can and 
cannot park a camping vehicle It soon 
became obvious to me that there had 
been planned development based upon 
the assumed stability and values of 
homogenity. But I really do miss the 
creative heterogenity and variety so true

Government leaders and other con- 


cerned citizens are asking why the 18,19 
and 20-year-olds are not rushing to regis- 
ter-for the vote. Many insist that it is 
apathy, but I do not agree. 


The news media has given very little 


publicity to the fact that these young 
people can register; so many do not real- 
ize they can, let alone when and where 
they should do so. For many, the hours 
are inconvenient, or transportation dur- 
ing the hours in which they can register 
is impossible to get. 


There are other reasons also. There is 


little political activity, in general, this 
not being a Presidential election year. 
Even those who do register cannot vote 
in this November's elections, and next 
year is not an election year. Because of 
little or not publicity, many do not real- 
ize there are important local elections 
next year, as well as referendums. These 
young people feel, "I have the right to 
vote, but if there are no elections I can't 
use it. So why register?" 


P R O B A B L Y THE biggest reason 


young people do not register is because 
they do not feel that the law will be held 
constitutional. The second paragraph of 
the 14th Amendment puts the limit on 
age 21, so the law appears uncon- 
stitutional. Many feel that it will not do 
any good to register, when the voting 
right will be nullified before it becomes 
effective anyway. 


This is where I differ. While I see the 


need for the 18-year-old vote in both the 
United States and Illinois constitutions, I 
fear this will never come about unless 
these young people show they really 
want it, by registering.

They also had been approached to 
purchase it. 


All of us then went to the parents' 


home. Both parents knew of the purchase 
and had witnessed and approved it. They 
had made no attempt to find out if the 
bike had been lost or stolen or if it really 
belonged to the seller.

act by saiyng "It was a good deal, since 
we bought a junk from the neighbors for

I gave the boy toe $5 he had paid for

In 
this case, the boy was not to blame, he 
was given his parents' permission to 
make the deal.

The boy selling the bike asked $15 for 


the bike, but be will take $5. Does this 
sound right? 


You buy a bike from a completely 


strange child and get no kind of receipt. 


My boy's bike was not a new one, but 


was kept in very good shape. Now the 
speeds are messed up, one brake gone, 
fender removed and thrown away along 
with the side pouch. We asked the boy 


for the missing parts but he said he re- 
moved them and threw them away. My 
child is in disbelief over the condition of 
the bike. It will take much time and 
money to repair. 


THE POLICE SAY the only way to be 


sure of getting your bike back is to regis- 
ter the serial numbers. Do they know 
only half the bikes have them? They say 
lock your bike. Ours bad a lock which is 
missing also. My children can tell 
every scratch, dent, mark, color, design 
of their bike, but without the non-existing 
serial number you cannot claim any bike 
is yours. 


It seems a shame things like this have 


to happen in our town. The people are 
sad when they think only of themselves 
and of "making a good deal," when 
somewhere another child is sad and un- 
happy.

true. 


Use Less Water

The non-involved, non-educated real es- 


tate broker will be replaced by a trained 
salesman, according to Bill Lafferty, 
educational director of the National In- 
titue of Real Estate Brokers (NIREB), 
the educational affiliate of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards. 


"As an economic pracitioner, the per- 


son coming into the field in the 70's will 
be challenged to use the additional 
knowledge and training available in the 
field," be said 


This view was seconded by Thomas 


Dooley, executive vice president of Gal- 
lery of Homes, Inc He served as NI- 
REB's executive vice president from 
1967 to early this year. During his years 
with the institute, headquartered In Chi- 
cago, the courses offered through NIREB 
increased fourfold 


"The primary skill we're building is 


in the economic field, although people 
may rely upon a broker for other opin- 
ions as well," he said 


The educated broker is more com- 


mitted to the community, Lafferty said. 
In local housing questions for example, 
the educated broker should attend plan- 
ning sessions to give his opinions of land 
use and other topics. 


PUTTING THIS premise to work could 


be as near as the Viatorian property in a 
residential section of Arlngton Heights, 
where the possibility of low income hous- 
ing has been raised. "But the educated 
broker's knowledge of proper land use 
may dictate one Hung, and social con- 
siderations may indicate another," Doo- 
ley said. "Here, economics indicate a 
better use for the land, but we can't al- 
ways decide on an economic basis. 


"People may have moved here to get 


away from the problems of the city hi 
what is primarily a bedroom commu- 
nity," he continued. "But the suburbs 
also rely on local industries and the 
people who work there often live in the 
city " 


The specialized training 
offered 


through NIREB courses equips real es- 
tate brokers to give advice on this and 
other housing issues. Eleven courses are 
being presented by the organization this 
year in ctbes across the United States 
These usually consist of several semi- 
nars, with accompanying texts, films and 
other learning aids 


Lafferty compared the training re- 


ceived in NIREB courses to post gradu- 
ate studies. "The training received 
through the local Realtor board is 
equivalent to a high school education, 
and the GRI (Graduate, Realtors Insti- 
tute) courses on the state level can be 
compared to college training," be said 


REALTORS CAN earn two specialized 


designations by completing several NI- 
REB courses The C R B , or Certified 
Residential Broker certificate, denotes 
special competence in residential real es- 
tate Brokers in commercial and in- 
vestment real estate may earn the 
C.C.I.M. (Certified Commercial-In- 
vestment Member) designation. 


Additional expertise is needed in real 


estate as buyers and sellers become 
more sophisticated, Dooley said "The 
mobility of our population also demands 
that they find a broker who can tell them 
what is a good investment today, and 
what it should be worth tomorrow," he 
said. 


Professional real estate skills for 


which NIREB offers training, include 
finding a location best suited to a buyer's 
needs, assistance in financing, determin- 
ing the reason for selling a property and 
assigning a fahr market value, quaMying 
the buyer and acting as a business con- 
fidant to both buyer and seller 


BROKERS LACKING these skills and 


the knowledge of new developments m 
real estate will drop out, Dooley said 
For example the American dream of 
owning a single family home has 
changed in favor of the condominium, 
apartment and mobile home, more suited 
to an active, sometimes transient life 


"This means a change in the type of 


person entering the real estate field," 
said Dooley "Many of those in the busi- 
ness were retirees or people who were 
unsuccessful in other fields, and many 
were untrained in real estate. This kind 
of broker will not be able to match the 
expertise of the educated real estate 
salesman of the 70's " 


SPECIALIZATION will be another 


area of change for the real estate sales- 
man, Lafferty added Within the classifi- 
cation of residential real estate, for ex- 
ample, there are specialties such as re- 
sort homes, luxury residences and 
houses in the under-$20,000 price range 


This specialization will encourage the 


large office to get larger, and the small 
offices to get smaller, said Lafferty The 
larger offices will add personnel to spe- 
cialize in a type of real estate or one 
section of the real estate market area, 
while the small office could limit its list- 
ings to a small area 


"There will always be room for the 


one-man operation in real estate," said 
Lafferty "A man could keep Ms over- 
head down and specialize hi one area 
But there is a law of diminishing returns 
for a small offce The small operator's 
return will dwindle but his costs will in- 
crease as he provides additional ser- 
vices "

In an effort to protect customers, the 


company's two distribution subsidiaries, 
the Peoples Gas Light and Coke Co. and 
North Shore Gas Co., have instituted con- 
trolled attachment plans which make 
new supplies of gas available first to 
those applicants who may be in violation 
of pollution ordinances and who have the 
fewest alternatives in seeking a clean 
fuel. Natural Gas Pipeline Co. of Amer- 
ica, Peoples Gas' transmission sub- 


sidiary, has sought authority to curtail 
gas deliveries to its distributor-cus- 
tomers, in order to insure fair and equi- 
table distribution of available gas to cus- 
tomers during cold winter months ahead. 


The report enumerated actions that the 


company and its subsidiaries have taken 
to secure additional gas reserves, in- 
cluding purchase of Canadian gas, in- 
volvement in' an Arctic pipeline feasibil- 
ity study, support of research on lique- 
faction of natural gas and the gasifica- 
tion of coal, and a proposal for a nation- 
wide surcharge on pipeline sales to dis- 
tributors to raise capital which could 
stimulate new exploration for gas. 


Peoples Gas told its stockholders that 


it believes the best approach to the sup- 
ply problem lies In a reassessment of 
federal regulatory policies which will 
lead to the development of new gas re- 
serves in the conventional manner.

boom appears to be ending. Thus, it 
seems likely that the construction in- 
dustry as a.whole will see a shift in em- 


• phasis rather than a major upturn. 


The bank predicted an upsurge in resi-. 


dential construction spending in the next 
year. 
Housing 
starts 
last 
January 


showed a decline of 43.6 per cent below 


the year-earlier high. There has, how- 
ever, been an upswing in the number of 
new housing units started in recent 
months. 


The Northern Trust-economists attrib- 


ute the expected rise in housing construc- 
tion to increasing deposits in savings in- 
stitutions, easing of money market pres- 
sures and the administration's apparent 
commitment to bringing home-building 
out of ' its present slump. Federal 
agencies have been pumping a massive 
amount of credit into mortgages. 


Last year, advances by Federal Home 


Loan Banks to savings and loan associ- 
ations increased $4 billion, while the Fed- 


e r a l National Mortgage 
Association 


(Fanny Mae) bought mortgages totaling 
a similar amount. In addition, recent 
Frederal legislation is designed to gener- 
ate 1.2 million new housing units by pro- 
viding interest subsidies for middle-in- 
come buyers and greater government 
support of the residential mortgage mar- 
ket. 


A considerable amount of the spending 


for residential construction is being ea- 
ten up by inflation, said the bank. Rapid- 
ly rising building and land costs, as well 
as greater financing charges, have driv- 
en up the costs for the home buyer. In 
1967, the typical monthly mortgage pay- 
ment for a $20,000 home was $98; last 
year the same property required a $135 
monthly payment. Taxes and insurance 
charges have increased also. Even with 
the soaring costs, the homeowner vacan- 
cy rate has been ah extremely low per 
cent in recent months, the bank said.

Hawaii professors and state department 
of education specialists, the Hawaii Eng- 
lish Program (HEP) is based on the 
premise that children grasp language 
skills at different speeds. The child, not 
the teacher, must decide his own particu- 
lar needs.

Elementary School where the program 
was tested for three 
years, 
believes 


schools throughout the country which 
have non-English-speaking students en- 
tering should examine Hawaii's pro- 
gram.

Otoshi 
noted that traditional English teaching 
methods, with rigid day-to-day schedules, 
specific books to read and lessons to 
complete, resulted in a high degree of 
discouragement and absenteeism among 
Kalihi-Uko students, who live in a low- 


income area. 


"But that's changed now," Otoshi said. 


"The children look forward to the pro- 
gram and learn more too." 


Under the new system, a specially- 


equipped classroom is divided into "in- 
terest areas," each representing a differ- 
ent phase of language skills. 


One area contains an assortment of 


record players and tape recorders. An- 
other has 'language masters," machines 
which pronounce the words the children 
have in front of them. 


There are electric typewriters, for stu- 


dents who would rather type than write, 
and stacks of colorful cards to tear* the 
alphabet.

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Her Salads Sparkle At Buffet Table

In the summertime, Mrs. Wyman F. 


Carey of Arlington Heights likes to spe- 
cialize in salads. "They are a refreshing 
asset to a warm weather meal and go 
well with barbecued meats and cold 
cute," Carol Carey remarked. 


One of her favorites for a buffet is a 


Pineapple Cottage Cheese Mold. Both 
lime and lemon Jell-0 form the base for 
this salad, with cottage cheese and salad 
dressing giving it a creamy consistency. 
Crushed pineapple and chopped nuts add 
texture and flavor. 


"It's the dressing that really adds in- 


terest to this mold," Carol explained. 
Made with eggs, this is a cooked dress- 
ing that has a nippy flavor from two of 
the ingredients — vinegar and mustard. 
The lime mold makes a nice accom- 


paniment for ham and goes well with 
other salads served on a buffet. 


ANOTHER SALAD that is nice for a 


buffet supper or as a luncheon entre fea- 
tures crabmeat as the prime ingredient. 
It is combined with celery and green 
pepper in a creamy, blend of .tomato 
soup, cream cheese and salad dressing, 
with unflavored gelatine as the con- 
gealing agent. Carol likes to make this in 
a fish mold which looks decorative, but 
any type of mold will do. 


"It may also be made in individual 


molds for a luncheon," she added, "with 
relishes and crackers served as accom- 
paniments." 


FOR COOK-OUTS, a real man-pleaser 


is Carol's Three Bean Salad. Yellow wax- 
ed, green and kidney beans are the three 
beans used with sweet onion, green pep- 


per and celery added for good measure. 
They are mixed with a sugar, vinegar 
and oil dressing. 


"This should marinate at least 24 hours 


for the flavors to blend " Carol said. , 


The vegetables acquire a tangy, sweet- 


sour taste that makes them an excellent 
accompaniment for hamburgers, steak 
or almost any barbecued meat. Three 
Bean Salad is a favorite of Carol's hus- 
band, Wyman, who was formerly a pro- 
fessional baseball player. When he de- 
cided to give up baseball six years ago 
and go into business, the family settled 
in Arlington Heights at 914 W. Elm St. 
They have three children: Clint, 10; Lisa, 
8, and Amy, 3.

PINEAPPLE COTTAGE 


CHEESE SALAD 


1 small can crushed pineapple 
1 small package lemon Jell-0 
1 small package lime Jell-O 
% teaspoon salt 
1 cup cottage cheese 
1 cup Miracle Whip salad dressing 
% cup walnuts, chopped 


Add water to pineapple juice making 


two cups liquid. Heat to boiling point. 
Dissolve gelatine in hot liquid and add 
salt. Cool mixture until it begins to thick- 
en. Fold in pineapple and remaining in- 
gredients. Chill in your favorite mold, 
1%-quart size.

1 can, tomato soup. ' 
1 large package cream cheese 
1 package unflavored gealtine 
% cup cold water 
1 - 7%-ounce can crabmeat 
1 cup celery, chopped 
Ms cup chopped green pepper 
1 cup Miracle Whip salad dressing 
Combine soup and cream cheese in 


saucepan. Place over low flame, stirring 
constantly until well blended. Set aside. 


Dissolve gelatine in cold water. After

Put biscuit mix and butter into a 9-inch 


pie pan. Add boiling water and stir with 
fork until dough cleans the pie pan. 
Knead a few times with floured hands 
and then pat dough into toe bottom and 
sides of the pan. Press dough around the 
edge into a neat rim. Prick with a fork. 
Bake in a preheated hot oven (450 de- 
grees) for 10 to 12 minutes or until rim is 
brown. Cool. 


Mix 2 cups of the blueberries, water, 


sugar and cornstarch. Bring to a boil and 
stir constantly until berries are tender. 
Press mixture through a sieve- Stir In 
butter. Pour remaining berries into pie 
shell Spoon warm glaze over them. 
Chffl. Whip cream with sugar until stiff. 
Using a pastry bag win a large rose tip, 
pipe large circles of cream on top of pie 
to decorate. Chffl until ready to serve.

Foods List 


Canned peaches, canned applesauce, 


peanuts and peanut products, phis dry 
split peas have been.designated as plenti- 
ful foods for September by the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The Plentiful Foods List is part of 


USDA's program to inform the public 
and the food trade about foods expected 
to be in abundant supply in the imme- 
diate future and in need of merchandis- 
ing aid. The. list is developed by USDA 
commodity specialists in cooperation 
with various segments of the food in- 
dustry. 


C&MS officials said the supply situ- 


ation for September ptentifuls is as fol- 
lows: 


CALIFORNIA clingstone peaches in 


canners hands on June 1 totaled 8.3 mil- 
lion cases compared with 5,6 million 
cases a year earlier. This season's pack 
is estimated at approximately 24 million 
cases. Canners stocks of freestone 
peaches carried into the 1970-71 season 
were 2 million cases, or the highest level 
since 1965. 


As of June 1, record level stocks of 


canned applesauce amounted to 12.3 mil- 
lion cases, or 28 per cent greater than a 
year ago. 


Estimated acreage planted to 1970 crop 


peanuts for all purposes is the largest 
since 1965. The harvest will be coming to 
market in September. 


Official forecast for this year's dry pea 


production is for a decrease of 6 per cent 
from last year, but 22 per cent above 
1968. Trade sources indicate that green 
and particularly yellow dry peas will 
continue in abundant supply. 


Home, Sweet 
Smelling Home 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Children who 


come home to warm homes permeaed 
with the smell of good cooking are less 
apt to seek sensations such as drug-tak- 
ing, in the opinion of author and social 
commentator Sam Levenson. 


Levenson, who has written two best 


sellers on the simple virtues of life, is 
working on a third book which argues 
that the "synthetic, automatic, elec- 
tronic, noise-infected, soot-laden, oxy- 
gen-free, peace-free" atmosphere in 
which children are raised promotes ad- 
diction. 


"A home should smell like a home," 


Levenson said. "Children have got to 
touch, see and feel that they are home. 
Mothering requires'Smothering — chil- 
dren whose senses come alive at home 
do not need to take a trip in search of 
what is so freely available to them. 


"WE NEED TO retrace our steps to 


the days when this kind of home was the 
rule and not the exception it is today. 
Too many children do not come home to 
something cooking in the oven. Over and 
over they say they 'come home to no- 
body all the time.'" 


Levenson who wrote "Everything but 


Money" about life in the ghetto and "Sex 
and the Single Child" about the basic in- 
nocence of youth, does not consider the 
old-style home a universal panacea. But 
it can, he says, help eliminate the "bore- 
dom, loneliness, sense of personal irrele- 
vance and leisure without purpose" that 
plagues the younger generation. 


Controversy Ended 


A controversy over the safety of mono- 


sodium glutamate has ended with a de- 
termination by the nation's highest scien- 
tific body that the widely used food fla- 
vor enhancer is safe for human use. 


The Food and Drug Administration an- 


nounced the clean bill of health for MSG 
after an extended study of current and 
past scientific research undertaken at 
the- FDA's request by the National 
Academy of Sciences/National Research 
Council. 


The FDA assigned the MSG study to 


the NAS/NRC body during the flurry of 
concern and confusion over food com- 
ponents and additives which followed the 
ban on cyclamates last fall. 


The prestigious NAS/NRC appointed a 


special committee of leading food scien- 
tists and pediatricians to scrutinize the 
subject. The committee reported to the 
FDA fhtat there is no risk to man from 
the 
normal use of monosodium glutamate as 
a food flavor enhancer in the home or in 
industrial and institutional food prepara- 
tion. 


MONOSODIUM GLUTAMATE is a 


substance which is derived naturally 
from the glutamic acid in protein foods. 
It has been used for half a century as a 
flavor enhancer by homemakers and 
food processors to restore flavor to its 
peak. Its safety had rarely been ques- 
tioned until the cyclamates' incident. 
Public attention focused on MSG appar- 
ently in large part because of the sim- 
ilarity in the sounds of cyclamates and 
glutamate. although these are two entire- 
ly unrelated substances. 


One of the focal points of the con- 


troversy had been the use of MSG in 
baby foods, which baby food manufac- 


turers had announced they would with- 
hold because of public fears, although 
they considered it safe for use. 


The final report to FDA cleared MSG 


from any restrictions of any kind. It 
commented that because the committee 
could not find any benefit from use of 
MSG in foods specifically designated for 
infants, it was recommended that it not 
be added to infant specialty foods. For 
all other consumers, the report raid, 
"the flavor-enhancing property of MSG 
is considered to be beneficial." 


THE FIRST SUGGESTION that MSG 


was under fire came two years ago when 
a physician wrote to a medical magazine 
that he had experienced brief physical 
discomfort after eating in a Chinese res- 
taurant. Several other physicians report- 
ed similar experiences to the magazine, 
and it was suggested that the use of MSG 
in soups and solid foods might be respon- 
sible. 


Such experiences were characterized 


earlier this year by an NAS/NRC com- 
mittee as of a transient nature, possibly 
occasioned by allergies, but of little sig- 
nificance. This conclusion was based on 
scientific testing conducted in 1969. 


The controversy originated, for the 


most part, from a study in which a re- 
searcher said he had observed damage 
to newborn mice after injecting massive 
doses of MSG under their skins. This re- 
port was variously mis-reported and dis- 
torted as an experiment in which MSG 
was fed to the test animals rather than 
injected subcutaneously. 


More conclusive experiments within 


the past year confirmed safety of the 
substance when normally ingested and 
pointed up the irrelevance of the subcu- 
taneous injection studies. 


Nutrition A La Carte 


For good health, you should consume 


two to three cups of milk a day. A quart 
of milk a day will give you three-fourths 
of the calcium you need, plus many other 
.nutrients. This advise comes from Dr. 
Lawrence M. Hursh, consultant for the 
National Dairy Council. 


Carbohydrates are the sugars and star- 


ches in our food. They serve as sources 
of energy for our bodies and to maintain 
body temperature. The most common 
sources of carbohydrates include cereals 
and products derived from them such as 
breads and baked goods, breakfast ce- 
reals, rice and noodles — also most vege- 
tables and fruits, sugar, jams, jellies, 
candy, and honey. 


Breads and cereals are essential in 


good nutrition. They are one of the four 
food groups. Yon should get four or more 
servings of enriched or whole grain 
breads and cereals each day. These 
foods are even more useful when com- 
bined with animal protein, such as corn- 
flakes and milk, a cheese sandwich, or 
spaghetti with meat balls. 


WHAT DO FATS in our diets do for 


us? Fats supply a large amount of ener- 
gy in a small amount of food — twice as 
much per gram as either protein or car- 
bohydrate. They make our meals taste 
better, and more satisfying. Fats also 
help keep skin healthy by supplying es- 
sential fatty, adds. And fats promote efii- 


ciency in our use of protein and carbohy- 
drate. 


Exercise is an important part of any 


weight control program. Burning up 
some of those calories in wholesome out- 
door activity allows you to eat a more 
satisfying amount of food. Remember 
too, a sound reducing diet includes foods 
from the meat group, the milk group, 
fruits and vegetables, enriched and 
whole gram breads and cereals. 


The human body is composed of about 


two-thirds water, by weight. This high 
water-content of the body has been called 
"the sea within you." It is, liberally, salt 
water plus essential substances in solu- 
tion. 


Many of our best foods help supply the 


amounts of the water we need. Milk is 
one. And did you know tomatoes contain 
93 per cent water? 


Measure Range Space 


Measure the space in your kitchen al- 


lotted for a range before you go shopping 
for a new one. Free-standing ranges are 
available in 12, 20, 24, 30, 36 and 40-inch 
widths. 


A smaller size range does not neces-

A trip to the British Isles offered some 


personal insights into the qualities of 
cooking in England, Scotland and Ire- 
land, which we will highlight for you in 
the next several columns. 


We sampled the fare at all types of 


restaurants, hotel dining rooms and pubs 
from London to some small hidden away 
villages in the Scottish Highlands and in 
Ireland. 


As a generalization, the' fo»d was sub- 


stantial, always heavy in starches. Vege- 
tables by American standards were usu- 
ally overcooked. Fresh green salads 
were the exception, not the rule. 


But we discovered many different and 


unusual recipes which, extracted from 
the somewhat routine and monotonous 
British menus, will help bring some vari- 
ations to your table. 


SOUPS WERE uniformly superb, and 


in the coastal cities fish was abundant 
and excellent. We had, for example, a 
lobster thermidor in the dining room at 
the Intercontinental Hotel in Limerick 
for 29.6 shillings which is $3.50 American. 
In general, food prices were not ex- 
orbitant. 


AH the chefs encountered rely heavily 


upon having available basic stock for an 
endless variety of purposea in their cook- 
ing. Most common is the "extract of 
beef, or very strong, plain beef gravy 


soup" which becomes the base for many 
other soups, for sauces and meat pies. 


Stock also is made from mutton, fish, 


pork and chicken and the broths used ex 
tensively. For the extract of beef, here is 
the recipe of Baron Justus Liebig whose 
book "Researches on the Chemistry of 
Food" appeared in 1847. 


PURCHASE A 1-pound piece of lean 


rump of beef and cut away any skin or 
fat. Chop into small pieces, then add to a 
pan with 1 pint of cold water. Using low- 
est heat possible, warm very slowly stir- 
ring occasionally. Never allow to more 
than simmer and cook for 2 hours. 


When the beef first begins to simmer, 


add salt to taste. After simmering as in- 
dicated, bring to boil for just 15 minutes. 
Allow to cool, then pour off extract into 
dish or jar, if it's to be stored. After ex- 
tract stands for a while skim off all fat 
and pour liquid gently to eliminate par- 
ticles which will have settled in the bot- 
tam, 


This may be reheated and served at 


once as a clear soup or saved as a stock 
for other soups and dishes which will b-» 
treated in succeeding columns.

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What's Thawing For Dinner? 


Easy To Freeze Corn On The Cob 


by CHARLOTTE ERICKSON 


Attention corn-on-the-cob lovers. Now 


is the tirrie to fill your freezers with a 
supply to last all winter. 


Make sure the corn you buy has just 


been picked and is of top quality with 
tender 
kernels. Remember, 
freezing 


doesn't improve the corn, so freezing 
tough mature ears is a waste of time and 
money. 


I'm not saying it isn't possible, but I 


have never found corn in the super- 
markets of sufficient high quality to 
freeze. Drive out to your favorite road- 
side stand and select just-picked ears on 
the day you intend to freeze them; go 
home and process them immediately. 
It's not a difficult job and with a little 
help from the younger generation (after 
all. who eats most of it anyway?), a 
bushel can be processed and frozen in 
less than an hour. 


DON'T VSE the often-heard shortcut of 


freezing the corn in the husk unless you 
are not at all fussy about the way your 
corn tastes. I've seen this advice in 
print, and I've Tied it. The corn loses all 
its sweetness, and the texture also dete- 
riorates with this method. 


Peaches 
Are ^In' 


Peaches are here — that means it's 


time to EAT. CAN, or FREEZE fresh 
peaches. 


Fresh peaches rank fourth in iopu- 


larlty among fresh fruits eaten by Amer- 
icans, only surpassed by apples, oranges, 
and bananas. 


Did you know that we Americans eat 


about 60 medium-sized peaches per 
year? 


Peak supplies of peaches are in the 


markets now. Slice them thick or thin, 
eat them fresh now, can and freeze them 
for Inter use. 


With peach quality there is no substi- 


tute for ripeness. Fruit that is left on the 
tree until ripe, or at least firm ripe, is 
the only kind of fresh peach that can pro- 
vide the flavorful tasty tenderness that 
everyone demands from this special des- 
sert fruit. 


IN BUYING PEACHES avoid those 


which are very firm or that have a dis- 
tinctly green color. They are probably 
immature or won't ripen 
properly. 


Peaches with large flattened bruises or 
with any sign of decay will have much 
waste. 


Freestone peaches hove a pit thatsep- 


arates easily from the flesh saving labor, 
time, and effort when cut up. 


Orange or lemon jui6e prevents dark- 


ening of cut peaches. 


The peach crop Is down 10 per cent this 


year. The blueberry crop will be V4 
smaller this year than last, but plums 
will be in the markets in abundance 
through September, 


Summer Drink, 
Dessert Tips 


Tips for summer desserts and drinks: 


for a sweet dessert medley, drizzle nutri- 
tious honey over peaches, plums, red or 
black raspberries or other fresh fruits. 
Or with frozen lemon or lime juice con- 
centrate, add equal amounts of cold wa- 
ter and refrigerate for about one hour 
until well chilled. Pour over cantaloupe 
balls or other fresh fruits. 


For beverages: the trick in making 


good iced coffee and tea is to sweeten 
either coffee or tea while warm. For fla- 
vor in tea you may add whole cloves or 
cinnamon. 


To prevent cloudiness in tea, pour hot 


mixture over ice cubes or, if tea or cof- 
fee is already made or has been refrig- 
erated, remove cloudiness by adding 1/4 
cup of boiling water, 


Difference In Milk 


What's the difference between evapo- 


rated and condensed milk? 


Evaporated milk is whole milk with 


about 60 per cent of the water removed. 
It's homogenized so the fat won't sepa- 
rate. Condensed milk is sweetened. It is 
made from whole milk with about half of 
the water removed and sugar added to 
preserve the product. 


Fruit Salad Topper 


Top fresh fruit salads with the follow- 


ing honey-sweetened salid dressing: 
Lightly blend four parts mayonnaise, two 
parts sour cream, one part honey and 
one part broken nutmeaU. Add a dash of 
fresh lime or lemon juice. Let stand one 
hour in refrigerator to permit flavors to 
blend before serving. 


Husk and clean the ears. Bring to a 


full boil a minimum of five quarts of wa- 
ter. Use the largest kettle you have; the 
more water it holds, the more corn you 
can blanch at one time. For every five 
quarts of water you can blanch about 8 
medium ears of corn at a time. Start 
timing the minute you put the corn into 
the water. It takes 7 minutes for small 
ears, 9 minutes for medium sized ears 
11 minutes for large sized ears. 


Remove corn and immerse in cold wa- 


ter that has been chilkd with ice. Keep 
adding ice as you go along so the water 
is always very cold. Chill for about the 
same length of time that you blanch the 
corn-on-the-cob. Drain and then wrap in 
freezer bags, date, label and freeze im- 
mediately. Remember, always start your 
blanching with fast boiling water. 


ALWAYS THAW corn-on-the-cob before 


cooking. Cook for 3 to 4 minutes in boil- 
ing water and serve. Corn-on-the-cob is 
probably the only vegetable that is 
thawed before cooking. The reason is 
that the cooking time is sufficient to cook 
the kernels, but the cob would still be 
frozen. Not a very pleasant sensation 
when eating it. Also, the cold cob would 
cool your corn in a matter of minutes. 


IF YOU want to enjoy fresh conr-on- 


the-cob yet. this summer, a delicious way 
to prepare it is by grilling. 


Keep in mind that a day of outdoor 


activities creates a very hearty appetite. 
Depending on your guests, figure 2 to 4 
ears of corn per person. Get fresh field- 
grown sweet corn in the busk. Several 
hours before eating, soak corn in the 
husk in a large tub of water. About IS or 


20 minutes before eating put wet corn, 
husks and all, on the grill. Close lid and 
steam over low heat 15 or 20 minutes or 
until husks are dry and brown. Corn will 
have a caremel color. 


To serve: Break off husks and brush 


with plenty of Seasoned Butter. Here's a 
recipe for the butter that is enough for 6 
to 8 ears of sweet corn. Melt % pound of 
butter, add 1 teaspoon dried rosemary, 
% teaspoon dried marjoram and salt and 
pepper to taste. Let set for % hour be- 
fore serving to let the herbs marry with 
the butter. Serve with pastry brush and 
let each guest butter his own corn. 


ANOTHER GOOD use for corn in sea- 


son is for Corn Relish. This is an inter- 
esting recipe of corn relish — tastes 
quite similar to the commercial variety 
found in restaurants and on the gourmet 


shelves. Can be made now with fresh 
corn kernels and later in the season with 
frozen corn kernels. 


Actually, making the corn relish with 


frozen ingredients will take only a frac- 
tion of the time it would take if you 
choose to chop your own vegetables. Af- 
ter the corn relish has marinated the 
flavor difference is minimal. 


Single recipe yields approximately 6 


pints. 


CORN RELISH 


. 8 cups corn kernels (8 to 12 large 


ears of corn) 


or 


1 2-pound bag frozen corn 
3 cups fresh or frozen chopped onions 
3 cups finely chopped celery 
1 cup fresh or frozen chopped 


green pepper 


1 4-ounce jar pimento, chopped 


1% cups white vinegar 


2 cups sugar 
Vi cup vegetable oil 
3 tablespoons salt 
Vt cup mustard seed 
2 teaspoons turmeric 
1 teaspoon celery seeds 
H teaspoon black pepper 


Remove kernels from fresh corn with a 


sharp knife after they have been thor- 
oughly cleaned. Place corn, celery, on- 
ions and green pepper in a large kettle. 
Add vinegar, oil and seasonings. Heat to 
boiling, then lower heat and simmer for 
about 5 minutes. Now add pimento and 
simmer for about 2 minutes longer. This 
relish keeps well for weeks in your re- 
frigerator. Or else pour into 6 sterilized 
pint jars and seal at once.

Manana Cornbread Pie hints of the fla- 


vor of Old Mexico, but the spices are 
gentler to suit tastebuds north of the bor- 
der.

ping (a quick mix version) need be 
added before baking.

Brown meat lightly in greased skillet,

cording to the directions on the package 
and, a spoonful at a time, cover the top 
of the meat mixture with the batter. 
Bake uncovered at 425 degrees for 20 
minutes or until the cornbread is golden 
brown. Serve with a tossed green salad.

Spices are additives. 


Vitamin A added to milk and 


C added to other food products also are 
additives. They give extra value to the 
food. They are called positive additives. 
They are unlike the negative or chemical 
additives stirring so much concern to- 
day. 


"For many years some people won- 


dered whether spices were not harmful, 
particularly in children's diets. But that 
attitude has changed greatly," says Mar- 
shall W. Neale, executive vice-president 


of Lewis & Neale, Inc., a New York Pub- 
lic relations advisory council for food in- 
dustry clients. 


TO CORRECT THE impression that 


spices are harmful, especially to chil- 
dren, Neate explains that his company 
relied on medical opinion and dietetic re- 
search for their client, the American 
Spice Trade Association. 


"After World War n, spices became 


increasingly popular, but many people 
still feared to give them to children. 
Even "Parents," a reputable family 


magazine, refused to accept advertising 
for any foods with spices. But in 19S5, 
Dr. Philip L. White of the American 
Medical Association, stated in "Today's 
Health" that spices do no harm and can 
be beneficial in children's diets. Again, 
in the Journal of the American Medical 
Assn: 


"When the time comes to give table 


foods there is no apparent necessity to 
exclude moderately spiced foods, since 
there is no evidence in medical literature 
that such foods are harmful," Neale 
says.

five women who closed down village hall 
in Hanover Park yesterday in sympathy 
with the women's liberation movement, 


Administrative Assistant Carol Pierce 


said the village's 
five women clerks 


came to work Wednesday morning only 
to pick up their paychecks. At noon, vil- 
lage clerk Elaine Mars posted the follow- 
ing notice: 


"Though not in complete agreement 


with all the aims of the women's liber- 
ation movement, in sympathy with the 
women of America we are closing the 
village hall at noon today." 


Noon is the usual quitting time for the 


village clerk, but officially "on strike' 
were Mrs, Pierce, water clerk Betty 
Thlelen, building department clerk, Bar- 


bara Larak and assistant water depart- 
ment clerk Rosemary Ramsell. 


All wore "buttons, minis, and cu- 


lottes," according to Mrs. Pierce. The 
five were not Joined, however by their 
counterparts in Hoffman Estates or 
Schaumburg nor by "liberated" women 
in area businesses. 


At the Hoffman Estates village office, 


Mrs. Helen Johnson said yesterday, "Ev- 
erybody here is happy, and we're all 
working." 


The strike was designed to apply to all 


women, including housewives. Leaders of 
the movement suggested that "moder- 
ate" liberationiste at least wear pants to 
work, for "panls are freedom." 


However, Mrs. Marge Mefford at the 


Schaumburg Village Hall said the women 
in her office were "happy with their lot. 
We enjoy being girls." 


School Busing

Dist. 54 Supt. Wayne Schaible and As- 


sist. Supt. Ronald Rube, district trans- 
portation director, will meet with High- 
point parents whose children will be at- 
tending Churchill Elementary School, 
1620 N. Jones Rd,, this fall at 8 p.m. to- 
day at 188 Rosedale Ln. to discuss the 
school district's transportation policy. 


Residents on Rosedale Lane in Hoff- 


man Estates recently submitted a peti- 
tion to Dist.

The Rosedale Lane 
area is not 1% miles from Churchill, 
however. 


An exception could be made to the 


transportation policy if there are no side- 
walks hi the area of the school children 
will be attending, according to one school 
official. However, Dist. 54 administrators 
feel that there are adequate sidewalks 
for children walking to Churchill School 


The route to be taken by Highpoint 


children walking to Churchill would be 
along Jones Road to Hillcreat Boulevard, 
east on Hillcrest to Ashley, south to Ev- 
ergreen, and east on Evergreen to 
Churchill. Crossing guards will be sta- 
tioned at Hillcrest Blvd. and in front of 
Churchill School on Jones Road, accord- 
ing to school officials. 


The Highpoint mothers contend that 


their children won't have sufficient time 
to eat lunch by walking back and forth to 
school.

en. 


It failed however, to gather the exten-. 


sive support it needed to earn wide re- 
spect for the movement. A spokesman 
for the Schaumburg Jewel Food Store 
laughed, "all's peaceful here," and busi- 
ness went on as usual.

their support for equal rights for women. 


Although men were barred from the 


caucus, a male chauvanist reporter 
learned that the girls split into two 
groups, the moderates and the ex- 
tremists. According to a highly reliable 
female source, the radical faction want- 
ed to wear pants while the moderate fac- 
tion wanted a cooperation campaign. 


When reporters snowed up for work 


yesterday morning, a sign saying "Pants 
Mean Freedom," was hanging from the 
official Paddock Publications editorial 
office bulletin board. 


ANOTHER SIGN — "It's be kind to 


animals day so take a man to lunch," 
was hanging from Executive Editor Ken 
Knox'sdesfc. 


"I don't know who put it there and I'm 


not going to ask," said Knox. 


Marge Perroli of the Palatine Town- 


ship staff wore pants. "If I fully believed 
in the women's liberation movement I 
would not have come to work today," she 
said. She came to work because she said, 
she did not go along with all tiie things 
the movement is trying to achieve. 


"I like being treated like a woman," 


she added quickly. 


Mrs. Pat Adam, head of the Suburban 


Living staff, was taking Dave Palermo 
of the Mount Prospect staff out for 
lunch. 


"We still think the fellas should wear 


the pants — to work," she said. 


Mary B. Good said the lunch idea is 


trying to promote mutual understanding 
and cooperation between the sexes. Mrs. 
Good was not going out for lunch, how- 
ever. ' 


"MY HUSBAND won't let me go out 


for lunch today," she explained. 


Marianne Scott of the Suburban Living 


staff, wore a Mickey Mouse T-shirt and 
watch to work. "I thought everyone was 
supposed to come to work in costume to- 
day to show their inner feelings." She 
wore her T-shirt underneath a sweater. 


But the girls were not unanimous about 


what was happening. 


Mary Reifschneider, the city editor of 


the Schaumburg Twp. newspaper, said 
the girls were "missing the whole point" 
and that taking a man out to lunch was 
"unessential." 


The point is, she explained, is that the 


women's lib movement is a "basic huma- 
nization process and they (the other 
girls) view it as a sex matter." 


Summer intern Karen Rugen said: "I 


think women aren't really independent if 
they have to depend on men to give them 
equal rights." 


CRAIG GAARE, a Wheeling reporter, 


may have been speaking for more than 
himself when he said, "Most of them 
don't know what they're talking about." 


But the most eloquent statement sum- 


marizing the male feeling about the 
strike came from Steve Novick, our man 
in Hoffman Estates. 


"I think the girls are taking a good 


level headed approach to this," he said. 


"For the price of a cheeseburger, 


they'll find out for themselves where 
their bread is really buttered."

Breadbasket: Break Color Bars

The Operation Breadbasket Black La- 


bor Leader committee yesterday urged 
the village officials of Arlington Heights 
"to break down racial exclusion in the 
suburbs" by allowing the Viatorian land 
to be rezoned for low and moderate in- 
come housing. 


At a press conference held yesterday 


morning in the Labor Community Cen- 
ter, 485D S. Wabash Ave. Neal Bratcher, 
vice president of the labor leader organi- 
zation released a statement on the Via- 
torian Issue. 


The labor group is composed of leaders 


from the postal, Teamsters, textile, steel, 
United Auto Workers, municipal employ- 
es, bakers, meat-cutters, seafarers, ho- 
tel-restaurant, independent public em- 
ploye and construction workers unions. 


In June, the Viatorian Order decided to 


use 15 acres of its Arlington Heights land 
for low and moderate income housing. 


"WE URGE THE village of Arlington 


Heights to make it possible for the Via- 
torian land to be developed for housing 
which will be available to our workers," 
Bratcher began. 


"Since most of our workers have to 


support large families on low incomes, it 
is important that as many low-income 
units with sufficient bedroom space be 
included in the development as possible 
and still maintain the desirable economic 
and racial balance. 


"Since the need for housing is so great, 


it is essential that appropriate action be 
taken so that the land can be zoned for 
multi-family dwellings in order to make 
the maximum numbers of units avail- 
able." 


Dance Class Is 


A printing error in flyers sent to all 


residents of Hanover Park Park District 
recently indicated that the cost for par- 
ticipating in an adult dance class offered 
in the district's recreational program is 
$3 per couple rather than $30. 


Park Secretary Nancy Nielsen stressed 


this week that the cost for participating 
in adult dance instruction is $30 per 
couple for the ten-week program and 
said that interested residents may regis- 
ter at park offices. 


She also noted that the recreational 


program brochures had been mailed to 
every home in Hanover Park listed on 
the water bill mailing list and asked that 
residents who failed to receive the infor- 
mation contact her immediately. 


Although the park district is ex- 


periencing record registration for its fall 
program, Mrs. Nielsen said that open- 
ings still remain in yoga, judo, karate, 
wrestling and archery classes. 


The brochure details archery as a chil- 


dren's activity for fifth through eighth 


grade boys and girls. However, an adult 
instruction is also being planned, she 
said, 


A special series "Marriage Enrich- 


ment," scheduled to begin Friday, Sept. 
18 at Longmeadows Activity Center is 
also being offered by the park district. 


Enrollment is limited to seven couples 


and the program will be directed by Rev. 
David Bugh, pastor of the Church of the 
Living Christ. There is no fee for this 
activity, but all enrolling must agree to 
participate in all sessions of the ten-week 
program. 


The course is limited to married 


couples only and single persons or hus- 
bands or wives will not be permitted to 
attend alone. 


For additional information on park 


programs contact Mrs. Nielsen at 837- 
2468 from 1 to 3 p.m. Monday or from 1 
to 4 p.m. Tuesday through Friday. 


Park offices are also staffed from 9. 


a.m. to noon and from 1 to 4 p.m. each 
Saturday. 


Under the glare of the television lights, 


Bratcher continued to read the labor' 
group's statement. 


"The need of many of our workers to 


live 'near their jobs makes affirmative 
action on the Viatorian development an 
economic necessity," he said. 


"The immediate concern is whether 


black and other poor people will be able 
to live close enough to afford job possi- 
bilities that are opening up in the sub- 
urbs. 


" BUT THE DEEPER issue is whether 


men of all races and classes will have 
the freedom to choose where they live." 


Then Bratcher, with six labor leaders 


sitting .alongside of him, concluded the 
statement. 


"The eyes of the black community are 


focusing on Arlington Heights. We urge 
you to take the first crucial step toward 
making full participation in the suburbs 
possible — if they so choose — for black 
people, Spanish speaking people, as well 
as white presently excluded. 


"We applaud the initiative taken by the 


Concerned Metropolitan Citizen group 
(who first requested the Viatorians use 
the land for housing) and the Viatorian 
Order, and'we hope that the village offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights will follow 
then: display of courage in moving to 
break down racial edclusion in the sub- 
urbs." 


Bratcher said the labor lealerg and the 


Viatorians will meet next week to discuss 
the possibility of the four-bedroom apart- 
ments being included in the plans for the 
land. 


Answering a query about the actual 


chances for rezoning on the Viatorian 
land to permit multiple family units, he 
said, "With the support of the Viatorians,

Britain Rallies 
To Help Gurkhas

LONDON (UPI) -No British battle- 


field ally has been more loyal than the 
Gurkhas, the Nepalese mountain men re- 
nowned as jungle warriors. 


The Gurkhas are among the most 


feared fighting men In toe world, They 
smile as they decapitate their enemy. 
They routed 
Nazi 
Panzer 
units 


without firing shot. They now guard the 
frontier between Hong Kong and Com- 
munist China and the Chinese give them 
no lip. 


But the Gurkhas today have troubles 


their razor-honed kukris cannot solve. 


Money is the problem and Britain is 


rallying to help. 


The money Is needed to look after 


the 125,000 Gurkha veterans and de- 
pendents In Nepal who are barely getting 
by on army pensions ranging from $40 to 
$60 a year. The average individual in- 
come in Nepal is about $65 a year. 


The pensions have been supplemented 


by a welfare fund into which every 
serving officer and soldier in the Gur- 
khas annually contributes a day's pay. 
The extra Income has barely been ade- 
quate and will become insufficient be- 
cause Britain is reducing the Gurkha 
Brigade from 15,000 to 6,000 men by 1972. 


Led by former commanders fo Gurkha 


units, Britain has launched a $2.4 million 


Gurkha welfare appeal to improve the 
ex-soldiers'-plight. 


Maj. Gen. Arthur Patterson, recently 


general commander of the Gurkhas and 
who has traveled 
frequently through 


Nepal, said "There has been a tre- 
mendous rise In the cost of living hi Nep- 
al. 


"But the pensions of our men have not 


gone up. Many of the old soldiers from 
the First World War are dependent on 
the charity of their villages for their next 
meal." 


The Gurkhas' motto is: 'It is Better to 


Die Than to Be a coward. Their role in 
British military history is legendary. 


They have been awarded the Victoria 


Cross—Britain's equivalent of the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor —26 times, 


"The Gurkha soldier 
is second to 


none of the fighting men of my experi- 
ence and none have given Britain more 
loyal and distinguished service," said 
Brig. Sir John Smyth, president of the 
Victoria Cross Association. 
.Scores of stories are told about the 
Gurkhas. One of the most famous is their 
raid on a German Panzer position at 
Medlnlne during World War II. 


Not a shot was fired by the Gurkhas 


and the Panzers fled into the night. The 
Gurkha patrol left no trace—except for 
the bodies of German troops, many with 
their heads sheared off by kukri slashes.

Park District 
Tax Levy Vote 
Set Tonight 


The Buffalo Grove Park District board 


will vote on a tax levy tonight that will 
determine the rate residents will have to' 
pay on their next tax bills to support the 
district. 


The levy will be approximately $74,000 


according to Bill Kiddle, board president. 
He said the original plan called for a 
levy of 184,000, but that figure was re- 
duced by $10,000 after- registration funds 
from the summer program were collect- 
ed. 


The tax rate is expected to be in the 


neighborhood of the maximum 17% cents 
per $100 assessed evaluation. The exact 
rate Is set by the county assessor based 
on the district's assessed valuation. 


However, none of ttis money will be 


available until June, 1971, after next 
year's tax bills are paid, Kiddle said. 


DISCUSSIONS WILL take place on the 


budget tonight, but a vote is not ex- 
pected, said Sherwood Zwirn, finance 
committee chairman. He is awaiting a 
detailed budget break-down from com- 
mittee chairmen before preparing a com- 
prehensive budget. 


Kiddle has submitted a preliminary 


budget 
of 
$23,600 
for 
expenditures 


against expected revenues from registra- 
tion fees of $21,100. 


"We want to exist on our program 


money (registration fees). I hope we can 
come off the fall program with about 
$2,000 profit," he said. 


Kildle Mid he has contacted the local 


bank to, "discuss the general ground 
work" concerning the issuance of tax an- 
ticipation warrants in the event the dis- 
trict cannot finance its operations with 
revenue from registration fees. 


A TAX anticipation warrant is a means 


of borrowing against tax funds that will 
be collected later. The warrants are sold 
to create working capital until the taxes 
can be collected.

Average Costs Up At Holy Family Hospital 


by CYNTHIA TIVERS 


A patient at Holy Family Hospital in 


Des Plaines can expect to pay 48 cents 
more for an average day's care than he 
did last year at this time. 


According to Holy Family's assistant 


administrator, James McCaffrey, the av- 
erage total expense per patient per day 
was $76.86 in June of this year as com- 
pared to $76.38 per day in June of 1969. 
This cost includes the room, food, nurs- 
ing care, housekeeping and laundry 
costs. 


"The 4 8-c e n t increase," 
said 


McCaffrey, "came about because of in- 
flationary spiral. Our biggest exptnse in 
running the hospital is the payroll. It 
makes up 65 per cent of the budget each 
year." 


Holy Family is a 240-bed not-for-profit 


hospital. "A not-for-profit hospital," ex- 
plained McCaffrey, "gives patient care 
for which fees that are received are sole- 


ly dedicated to meet the hospital's finan- 
cial needs. No portion of the fees revert 
to any individual." 


THE HOSPITAL is owned and oper- 


ated by the Sisters of the Holy Family of 
Nazareth. "We are actually a medium- 
sized community hospital," McCaffrey 
said, "We don't have many teaching ser- 
vices like technology teaching or interns 
here at the hospital. But we feel we have 
a community responsibility and we pro- 
vide hospital care for people of all reli- 


, gions." 


"In running a not-for-profit hospital," 


McCaffrey said, "we try to balance 
charges to patients according to our ex- 
penses. In other words, we prepare an 
expense budget and then we try for a 
revenue budget to meet those expenses. 


"We've been able to keep the cost to 


the patient down because we've been 
blessed with full utilization of facilities 
this year," he said. "We also watch our 
costs so we don't have to pass on higher 


costs to the patient. Of course the in- 
flation the country has experienced has 
affected us. There is no comparison in 
the cost to a patient now than the cost 
was when the hospital opened in 1961." 


McCaffrey said there are some depart- 


ments in the hospital where expenses are 
greater than the income realized for the 
departments' services. "The expense of 
operating the labor and delivery rooms is 
higher than the income we get from 
them. But it often averages out. Some 
departments get more income than what 
they have in expense." 


FOR DELIVERING babies the hospital 


charges $65 for the dtlivery room and for 
the use of the recovery room the hospital 
gets $15 for the first one-half hour and $5 
for each additional hour. 


Operating room costs at the hospital 


vary. A patient will pay $60 for the first 
one-half hour's use of the operating room 
if he is having major surgery. He also 


pays $10 for each additional 15 minutes 
he's undergoing surgery. 


Charges for using the operating room 


for minor surgery is $45 for the first one- 
half hour if two nurses are in attendance 
and $35 if there is one nusre. Each addi- 
tional 15 minutts costs $10. 


The hospital also has varying charges 


the emergency room costs $15 but if 
someone wants to meet his family physi- 
cian in the emergency room, he pays $10 
for the room as well as tht cost of drugs 
and supplies used for treatment. 


There is one consolation for those 


people who must pay the hospital for the 
high cost of medical care and that is hos- 
pitalization plans. 


"A good hospitalization plan," said 


McCaffrey, "often includes major medi- 
cal coverage which helps prepare people 
for more serious health problems. And 
more and more services are being under- 
written by insurance companies today. 
That helps ease the cost."

Teachers Picket At Dist. 59

ifor the coming school year.and classes 
*are scheduled to begin Sept. 8, The 
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WHEN ASKED WHY they were there 


walking in the hot sun, most of the teach- 
ers simply said, "It's class size. The 
classes are just too large." 


"The teachers ask that the money be 


spent in three areas: the lowering of last 
year's class size; a full-range extra duty 
program, and the development of a pro- 
gram to retain our experienced teach- 
ers," Roberts said. 


No one from the administration build- 


ing came out to watch the picketing, 
which began about 11:30 a.m. and was to 
continue to 6 p.m. Passersby honked 
their horns but hardly slowed down as 
they drove by. 


"We're trying to reach the parents. We 


hope they'll reach the board. It's about 
all we can do until the teachers come in 
to vote Sept. 1," Robert said. 


THE TEACHERS have scheduled a 


meeting to vote on the ratification of a 
contract approved by the district board. 
The contract includes a base starting 
salary of $7,600 but includes no details on 
:lass size, extra duty or retention of ex- 
perienced teachers. The Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team baa announced they 
will urge teachers to reject the contract. 


Of the 500 positions allotted for teach- 


ers in the district only 370 of them are 
filled by returning teachers, according 
to Robert. He added that at least half of 
these were still on vacation and were not 
available to picket. 


Some of those*, present, however, had 


admitted to taking off work to join the 
picket line, explaining the men in dress 
shirts and ties sprinkled among the 
sports-clad plcketers. 


Robert said the demonstration was not 


so much against the administration as 
the board. "We couldn't picket the board 
members' individual homes," he said. 


THE ADMINISTRATION seemed to 


agree the picketing didn't involve them, 
continuing their work inside the building 
as usual, ignoring the picketers. , 


"As the negotiator for the board I feel 


it would be completely inappropriate and 
unethical for me to make any statement 
pertaining to this incident," Al Waltman, 
administration negotiation team chair- 
man, said. 


I Mrs. Leah Cummins, spokesman for 
Supt. James Erviti, said the adminis- 
tration did not see the demonstration as 
an appeal to them for anything. She 
added, "There's not very much on which 
we can comment." 


Most of the teachers did not seem too 


concerned about how they negotiated, 
they just wanted someone to conclude ne- 
gotiations. 


"All we want is for them to sit down 


and finish negotiations," said Tony Wa- 
ser, teacher at Grove Junior High. He 
added that class size was of prime con- 
cern. 


Marion Novak, second grade teacher 


at Robert Frost, was also urging lower- 
ing of class ratio. "The district I left 
had 20 children in a class," she said. 


Joy Mullen, mother of four, and a 


teacher in the district, said, "I'm here 
more for the kids than the teachers. 
Even my kids think the class size should 
be lowered." 


Barb Schultz, teacher at Dempster Ju- 


nior High said she was here "Probably 
to make the board see something they 
should have seen a year ago — the need 
for lowering class size."

The Greens became involved with the 


Confraternity of Christian Doctrine (the 
Catholic Sunday School) and through 
that set up a mass group with young 
people from several parishes. 


Youths from Arlington Heights, Rolling 


Meadows, Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines were soon involved in the group 
and Father Sander, director of guidance 
at St Viator's High School, became the 
group's regular priest. 


During the next two years Hie group 


developed close relationships. Instead of 
a sermon, their services had dialogues 
between those attending and the priests. 


"It isn't something you can just go to, 


you kind of have to become a part of it," 
Green said. 


THE DIALOGUES covered many top- 


ics — death, sex, drugs, parents and the 
meaning of the mass. 


"In many ways these are ordinary kids 


with kids' problems," Green said, "but 
in a sense they are very different I don't 
know how many kids are concerned 
about the mass they go to and who are 
upset when it doesn't go right." 


Members of the group met every 


Wednesday night at the Greens' apart- 
ment to plan the topic for the dialogue 
and the readings for the next mass. 


The whole process was a learning ex- 


perience, Green said. 


"It doesn't upset me when people say 


there are young people in your group 
who don't believe in God. The mass 
group is a way to come and hear other 
people's ideas about God." 


Now the group is in transition. Not 


only is Father Sander leaving, but the 
Greens are leaving too. 


"We have told them we are officially 


quitting on Sept. 1, but unofficially we 
will probably never quit," Green said. 


Last week the group held a meeting to 


discuss the future. They decided to con- 
tinue. 


"The kids are beginning to realize how 


much they have," Green said. 


THIS FALL THE masses will be held 


for one month at each of three to five 
parishes, with different priests officiating 
each week. The group is also arranging 
for some adult couples to fill the Greens' 
role. 


St. James and Our Lady of the Way- 


side churches in Arlington Heights and 
St. College's School in Rolling Meadows 
have already agreed to let the mass 
groups use their facilities, and priests 
have agreed to say mass. 


The group is also talking to two other 


parishes about meeting places. 


The one-month-at-each-place arrange- 


ment will make transportation problems 
easier for the group. "Now people have 
to call every week to find out where we 
are," Green said. 


Father Ray Devereux of St. James, 


who began a mass group for younger stu- 
dents last year, said he will help with the 
larger group. 


The youthful mass groups are useful, 


he said, because "the kids are at the age 
where they are starting to search out the 
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But then she read the short note, "You 


served us last night and made us so hap- 
py.

Mrs. Carlson remembers "the lovely 


couple from Houston, Tex.," who told her 
at toe time how much they appreciated 
her service, but she never expected to 
hear from them again.

The Operation Breadbasket Black La- 


bor Leader committee yesterday urged 
the village officials of Arlington Heights 
"to break down racial exclusion in the 
suburbs" by allowing the Viatorian land 
to be reamed for low and moderate in- 
come housing. 


At a press conference held yesterday 


morning in the Labor Community Cen- 
ter, 4859 S. Wabash Ave. Neal Bratcher, 
vice president of the labor leader organi- 
zation released a statement on the Via- 
torian issue. 


The labor group is composed of leaders 


from the postal, Teamsters, textile, steel, 
United Auto Workers, municipal employ- 
es, bakers, meat-cutters, seafarers, ho- 
tel-restaurant, independent public em- 
ploye and construction workers unions. 


In June, the Viatorian Order decided to 


use 15 acres of its Arlington Heights land 
for low and moderate income housing. 


"WE URGE THE village of Arlington 


Heights to make it possible for the Via- 
torian land to be developed for housing 
which will be available to our workers," 
Bratcher began. 


"Since most of our workers have to 


support large families on low incomes, it 
is important that as many low-income 
units with sufficient bedroom space be 
included in the development as possible 
and still maintain the desirable economic 
and racial balance. 


"Since the need for housing is so great, 


it is essential that appropriate action be 
taken so that the land can be zoned for 
multi-family dwellings in order to make 
the maximum numbers of units avail- 
able."

Bratcher continued to read the labor 
group's statement. 


"The need of many of our workers to 


live near their jobs makes affirmative 
action on the Viatorian development an 
economic necessity," he.said. 


"The immediate concern is whether 


black and other poor people will be able 
to live close enough to afford job possi- 
bilities that are opening up in the sub- 
urbs. 


" BUT THE DEEPER issue is whether 


men of all races and classes will have 
the freedom to choose where they live." 


Then Bratcher, with six labor leaders 


sitting alongside of him, concluded the 
statement. 


"The eyes of the black community are 


focusing on Arlington Heights. We urge 
you to take the first crucial step toward 
making full participation in the suburbs 
possible — if they so choose — for black 
people, Spanish speaking people, as well 
as white.presently excluded. 


"We applaud the initiative taken by the 


Concerned Metropolitan Citizen group 
(who first requested the Viatorians use 
the land for housing) and the Viatorian 
Order, and we hope that the village offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights will follow 
their display of courage in moving to 
break down racial edclusion in the sub- 
urbs." 


Bratcher said the labor lealers and the 


Viatorians will .meet next week to discuss 
the possibility of the four-bedroom apart- 
ments being included in the plans for the 
land. 


Answering a query about the actual 


chances for rezoning on the Viatorian 
land to permit multiple family units, he 
said, "With the support of the Viatorians, 


the citizen's group and the black labor 
leaders, the chances for zoning are 
good." 


Bratcher added that besides Arlington 


Heights, low and moderate income hous- 
ing sites are being explored in Rolling 
Meadows, Buffalo Grove, Harrington, 
Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Village. 


Prior to the release of the statement, 


Bratcher referred to Arlington Heights 
as a "city." When told the correct term 
was "village," he said, "We'll make it 
into a city."

Average Costs Up At Holy Family Hospital 


by CYNTHIA TIVERS 


A patient at Holy Family Hospital in 


Dei Plaines can expect to pay 48 cents 
more for an average day's care than be 
did last year at this time. 


According to Holy Family's assistant 


administrator, James McCaffrey, the av- 
erage total expense per patient per day 
was $76.86 in June of this year as com- 
pared to $76.38 per day in June of 1969, 
This cost includes the room, food, nurs- 
ing care, housekeeping and laundry 
costs. 


"The 
48-cent increase," said 


McCaffrey, "came about because of in- 
flationary spiral. Our biggest exptnse in 
running the hospital it the payroll. It 
makes up 65 per cent of the budget each 
year." 


Holy Family is a 340-bed not-for-profit 


hospital. "A not-for-profit hospital," ex- 
plained McCaffrey, "gives patient care 
for which fees that are received are sole- 


ly dedicated to meet the hospital's finan- 
cial needs. No portion of the fees revert 
to any individual." 


THE HOSPITAL is owned and oper- 


ated by the Sisters of the Holy Family of 
Nazareth. "We are actually a medium- 
sized community hospital," McCaffrey 
said. "We don't have many teaching ser- 
vices like technology teaching or interns 
here at the hospital. But we feel we have 
a community responsibility and we pro- 
vide hospital care for people of all reli- 
gions." 


"In running a not-for-profit hospital," 


McCaffrey said, "we try to balance 
charges to patients according to our ex- 
penses. In other words, we prepare an 
expense budget and then we try for a 
revenue budget to meet those expenses. 


"We've been able to keep the cost to 


the patient down because we've been 
blessed with fun utitixatiun of facilities 
this year," be said. "We also watch our 
costs so we don't have to pass on higher 


costs to the patient. Of course the in- 
flation the country has experienced has 
affected us. There is no comparison in 
the cost 'to a patient now than the cost 
was when the hospital opened in 1961." 


McCaffrey said there are some depart- 


ments in the hospital where expenses are 
greater than the income realized for the 
departments' services. "The expense of 
operating the labor and delivery rooms is 
higher than the income we get from 
them. But it often averages out Some 
departments get more income than what 
they have in expense." 


FOR DELIVERING babies the hospital 


charges $65 for the dtlivery room and for 
the use of the recovery room the hospital 
gets $15 for the first one-half hour and $5 
for each additional hour. 


Operating room costs at the hospital 


vary. A patient wffl pay $60 for the first 
one-half hour's use of the operating room 
if be is having major surgery. He also 


pays $10 for each additional 15 minutes 
he's undergoing surgery 


Charges for using the operating room 


for minor surgery is $45 for the first one- 
half hour if two nurses are in attendance 
and $35 if there is one nusre. Each addi- 
tional 15 minutts costs $10. 


The hospital also has varying charges 


the emergency room costs $15 but if 
someone wants to meet his family physi- 
cian in the emergency room, he pays $10 
for the room as well as tbt cost of drugs 
and supplies used for treatment. 


There is one consolation for 


people who must pay the hospital for the 
high cost of medical care and that is hos- 
pitalization plans. 


"A good hospitalizatton plan," said 


McCaffrey, "often includes major medi- 
cal coverage which helps prepare people 
for more serious health problems. And 
more and more services are being under- 
written by insurance companies today.

Teachers Picket At Dist. 59

» In efforts to impress upon the School 
bist, 59 Board of Education the need for 
Smaller classes, more than 60 teachers 
picketed the administration building in 
Arlington Heights yesterday, 
* Carrying picket signs claiming the 
Joarcl of education deals in bad faith, 
and asking, "Why should children suf- 
fer?" the teachers walked quietly in 
front of 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 
•I "The purpose of this demonstration is 
fe> call to the communities' attention the 
Board's refusal to negotiate the remain- 
Ing $268,000 of unbudgeted funds," Dave 
ftobert, chairman of the Teachers' Coun- 
feil negotiation team, said. 
* The teachers have not settled contracts 
for the coming school year and classes 
ire scheduled to begin Sept. 8, The 
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$268,000 is money due to an increase in 
state aid. 


WHEN ASKED WHY they were there 


walking in the hot sun, most of the teach- 
ers simply said, "It's class size. The 
classes are just too large." 


"The teachers ask that the money be 


spent in three areas: the lowering of last 
year's class size; a full-range extra duty 
program, and the development of a pro- 
gram to retain our experienced teach- 
ers," Roberts said. 


No one from the administration build- 


ing came out to watch the picketing, 
which began about 11:30 a.m. and was to 
continue to 6 pm. Passersby honked 
their horns but hardly slowed down as 
they drove by. 


"We're trying to reach the parents. We 


hope they'll reach the board. It's about 
all we can do until the teachers come in 
to vote Sept. 1," Robert said. 


THE TEACHERS have scheduled a 


meeting to vote on the ratification of a 
contract approved by the district board. 
The contract includes a base starting 
salary of $7,600 but includes no details on 
class size, extra duty or retention of ex- 
perienced teachers. The Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team has announced they 
will urge teachers to reject the contract. 


Of the 500 positions allotted for teach- 


ers in the district only 370 of them are 
filled by returning teachers, according 
to Robert. He added that at least half of 
these were still on vacation and were not 
available to picket. 


Some of those present, however, had 


admitted to taking off work to join the 
picket line, explaining the men in dress 
shirts and ties sprinkled among the 
sports-clad picketers. 


Robert said the demonstration was not 


so much against the administration as 
the board.. "We couldn't picket the board 
members' individual homes," he said. 


THE ADMINISTRATION seemed to 


agree the picketing didn't involve them, 
continuing their work inside the building 
as usual, ignoring the picketers. 


"As the negotiator for the board I feel 


it would be completely inappropriate and 
unethical for me to make any statement 


• pertaining to this incident," Al Waltman, 
administration negotiation team chair- 
man, said. 


Mrs. Leah Cummins, spokesman for 


Supt. James Erviti, said the adminis- 
tration did not see the demonstration as 
an appeal to them for anything. She 
added, "There's not very much on which 
we can comment." 


Most of the teachers did not seem too 


concerned about how they negotiated, 
they just wanted someone to conclude ne- 
gotiations. 


"All we want is for them to sit down 


and finish negotiations," said Tony Wa- 
ser, teacher at Grove Junior High. He 
added that class size was of prime con- 
cern. 


Marion Novak, second grade teacher 


at Robert Frost, was also urging lower- 
-ing of class ratio. "The district I left 
had 20 children in a class," she said. 


Joy Mullen, mother of four, and a 


teacher in the district, said, "I'm here 
more for the kids than the teachers. 
Even my kids think the class size should 
be lowered." 


Barb Schultz, teacher at Dempster Ju- 


nior High said she was here "Probably 
to make the board see something they 
should have seen1 a year ago — the need 
for lowering class size." 


Triendly' Reward: 


The Greens became involved with the 


Confraternity of Christian Doctrine (the 
Catholic Sunday School) and through 
that set up a mass group with young 
people from several parishes. 


Youths from Arlington Heights, Rolling 


Meadows, Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines were soon involved in the group 
and Father Sander, director of guidance 
at St. Viator's High School, became the 
group's regular priest. 


During the next two years the group

Now the group is in transition. Not 


only is Father Sander leaving, but the 
Greens are leaving too. 


"We have told them we are officially 


quitting on Sept. 1, but unofficially we 
will probably never quit," Green said. 


Last week the group held a meeting to 


discuss the future. They decided to con- 
tinue. 


"The kids are beginning to realize how 


much they have," Green said. 


THIS FALL THE masses will be held 


for one month at each of three to five 
parishes, with different priests officiating 
each week. -The group is also arranging 
for some adult couples to fill the Greens' 
role. 


St. James and Our Lady of the Way- 


side churches in Arlington Heights and 
St. College's School in Rolling Meadows 
have already agreed to let the mass 
groups use their facilities, and priests 
have agreed to say mass.

agreed to accept the schedule presented 
by negotiating committees of the teach- 
ers and the school board earlier this 
month. The new salary schedule will of- 
fer a beginning teacher with no experi- 
ence a starting salary of $7,500, a $500 
increase over last year's schedule for the 
same position. 


The approval by the teachers finalizes 


the salary schedule and it will go into 
effect as soon as teaching begins. The 
Dist. 15 Board of Education previously 
approved the schedule at its meeting 
Aug. 12. 


"I am personally quite satisfied with 


the salary schedule and the teachers' re- 
lations with the school board," Wally 
Friker, president of the Education Asso- 
ciation and a member of the teacher 
negotiating committee, said 


FRIKER SAID the only aspect of the 


new schedule that was viewed negatively 
by some teachers is the requirement that 
salary be distributed to teachers hi 24 
separate payments. They previously had 
the choice to receive their salaries 
through either 20 or 24 payments.

"Their lives depended on'the horse," 
he said, and so they were well taken care 
of. 


Why does the Loeber family raise 


horses? 


"Beauty,"' Mrs. Loeber says. "There is 


no other horse that is so beautiful," she 
said. The "whole character" is also im- 
portant, she said. 


The horses have "a lot of personality,' 


she notes. 


The Loebers send their horses to about 


six or seven shows a year. They have a 
stack of ribbons that attests to their abil- 
ity to breed and raise high quality ani- 
mals. 


The personality of the horses becomes 


evident in competition, Mrs. Loeber said. 
They become "supersensitive" and know 
they are being judged. In ti»e same way 
a stallion is protective of his own herd of 
mares, they know when they are on the 
spot in competition. 


THE HARDEST PART of raising 


horses, Mrs. Loeber said, is determining 
"who you're going to keep and who 
you're going to sell." 


"You can't keep them all and have to 


determine what qualities from each you 
want to keep," she said. 


Mrs. Loeber explained that the farm 


has to sell some of its top animals. When 
those horses start winning prizes for oth- 
er people, she said, Plum Grove Farm 
looks good. 


"When you raise them from foals," 


she said, "it's awfully hard to sell 
them."

schedule Beginning salaries and salaries 
for teachers holding masters degrees 
were compared, showing at least a 10 
per cent increase above the normal in- 
creases necessitated by inflation.

"Why rock the boat'" asked fellow 


employe Mrs Dolores Specht. 


Over in the police department the story 


was the same. 


MRS. ELVIRA VAN BOXTAELE, who 


runs the police records department, said, 
"They're getting kind of carried away 
with the whole thing. I enjoy being a girl. 
I don't want to be liberated." 


Janefl Land, who is working as a cash- 


ier at a downtown supermarket and was 
a contestant in the Miss Palatine contest, 
said she did not befieve in the women's 
liberation movement. 


"I think all men are created equal but 


not all men and women," she said. "I 
dont want any more freedom then I 
have." 


Bob Hayes, manager of the Jewel Food 


Store at 45 S. Plum Grove Rd., looked 
over his customers and said, "the women 
seem aa happy as they usually are." 


Mrs. Kathy Van Ryen, the assistant

Mike Teach, an employe at 26 North,

If women want equality, he said, they

zation released a statement on the Via- 
torian issue. 


The labor group is composed of leaders 


from the postal, Teamsters, textile, steel, 
United Auto Workers, municipal employ- 
es, bakers, meat-cutters, seafarers, ho- 
tel-restaurant, independent public em- 
ploye and construction workers unions. 


In June, the Viatorian Order decided to 


use IS acres of its Arlington Heights land 


for low and moderate income housing. 


"WE URGE THE village of Arlington 


Heights to make it possible for the Via- 
torian land to be developed for housing 
which will be available to our workers," 
Bratcher began. 


"Since most of our workers have to 


support large families on low incomes, it 
is important that as many low-income 
units with sufficient bedroom space be 
included in the development as possible

and racial balance. 


"Since the need for housing is so great, 


it is essential that appropriate action be 
taken so that the land can be zoned for 
multi-family dwellings in order to make 
the maximum numbers of units avail- 
able." 


Under the glare of the television lights, 


Bratcher continued to read the labor 
group's statement 


"The need of many of our workers to 


live near their jobs makes affirmative 
action on the Viatorian development an 
economic necessity," he said. 


"The immediate concern is whether 


black and other poor people will be able 
to live close enough to afford job possi- 
bilities that are opening up in the sub- 
urbs. 


" BUT THE DEEPER issue is whether 


men of all races and classes WO! have 
the freedom to choose where they live 


Then Bratcher, with six labor leaders 


sitting alongside of him, concluded the 
statement. 


"The eyes of the black community are 


focusing on Arlington Heights. We urge 
you to take the first crucial step toward 
making full participation in the suburbs 
possible — if they so choose — for black 
people, Spanish speaking people, as well 
as white presently excluded. 


"We applaud the initiative taken by the 


Concerned Metropolitan Citizen group 
(who first requested the Viatorians use 
the land for housing) and the Viatorian 
Order, and we hope that the village offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights will follow 
their display of courage in moving to 
break down racial edclusion in the sub- 
urbs." 


Bratcher said the labor lealerg and the 


Viatorians will meet next week to discuss 
the possibility of the four-bedroom apart- 
ments being included in the plans for the 
land. 


Answering a query about the actual 


chances for rezoning on the Viatorian 
land to permit multiple family units, he 
said, "With the support of the Viatorians, 
the citizen's group and the black labor 
leaders, the chances for zoning are 
good." 


Bratcher added that besides Arlington 


Heights, low and moderate income hous- 
ing sites are being explored in Rolling 
Meadows, Buffalo Grove, Harrington, 
Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Village. 


Prior to the release of the statement, 


Bratcher referred to Arlington Heights 
as a "city." When told the correct term 
was "village," he said, "We'll make it 
into a city."

A new postage stamp, commemorating 


the 50th anniversary of women's suf- 
frage, will go on sale today at the local 
post offices. 


On Aug. 26 the new six-cent stamp 


went on sale in Adams, Mass., according 
to representatives of the League of Wom- 
en Voters in the suburbs. 


Adams was chosen for the "First Day 


of Issue" of the woman suffrage stamp 
because it is the birthplace of Susan B. 
Anthony, pioneer crusader of women's 
rights. 


Miss Anthony was founder and presi- 


dent of National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association, which became the 
League of Women Voters (LWV) in 1920. 


SINCE ITS founding, the LWV has 


been concerned with emphasizing the im- 
portance of the vote in our society. 


In launching the League's 50th anni- 


versary celebration, President Richard 
M. Nixon said: "For 
fifty years the 


League of Women Voters has provided 
Americans in every state with informa- 
tion on candidates and issues." 


The President went on to say, "It has 


furnished a non-partisan platform for 
which all candidates may be seen and 
heard. These activities have strength- 
ened government and have helped to sus- 
tain the public weal" 


To mark its 50th year, the LWV desig- 


nated 1970 as the year of the Voter. This 
commemorates also the 100th anniversa- 
ry of the 15th amendment affirming 
black male suffrage.

The orientation program for teachers 


in Elementary School Dist. 15 being held 
this week has been characterized by the 
large number of young people in attend- 
ance.

Robert P. Hanrahan, superintendent of 


the Educational Services Region of Cook 
County, addressed some 300 of the teach- 
ers at a session held Wednesday morning 
at the Paddock School. Hanrahan's 
speech represeneted the first time a 
county superinentdent has visited Dist. 
15 during its annual orientation program. 


In a relatively short address, Hanra- 


han explained to the teachers the func- 
tions of his office and the reorganization 
process it is currently undergoing. Begin- 
ning next month, eight branch offices of 
the main county superintendent's office 
will be opened in various locations in and 
around Chicago in an effort to decentra- 
lize the business of the office. 


"FOUR "KEY STAFF members" have 


been assigned to branch offices in the 
suburban area, Hanrahan said. The cen- 
ter for North and Northwest suburban 
activity will be in Glenview.

equality of education for all children" in 
the district. 


Whitely suggested that teachers not 


view themselves as "fountains of knowl- 
edge" but rather as initiators of a child's 
individual creativity and expression. He 
also said new avenues of education may 
soon be introduced into the field which 
will effect the entire educational system, 
such as the influence of business and in- 
dustry. 


"Education has always been somewhat 


political but recent decisions on HEW 
funding should remove all doubts that it 
is in the political arena to stay and it 
must be considered in any long range 
educational planning," Whitely said. 


He also recommended teachers take 


the following steps in entering the com- 
ing school year: that teachers regard 
their positions as part of "a new year" 
rather than merely continuing past tech- 
niques; that teachers think and plan col- 
lectively; that they be innovative in their 
teaching methods; that they be respon- 
sive to suggestions; and that they make 
no apologies for their profession.

Teachers Okay Salary Schedule 


Two hundred and twenty-seven teach-through either 20 or 24 payments. 


ers in Elementary School Dist. IS ap- 
proved the proposed salary schedule for 
the 1970-1971 school year at a mass meet- 
ing of the teachers Wednesday morning 
at the Paddock School. 


By a vote of 216. to 11, the teachers 


agreed to accept the schedule presented 
by negotiating committees of the teach- 
ers and the school board earlier this 
month. The new salary schedule will of- 
fer a beginning teacher with no experi- 
ence a starting salary of $7,500, a $500 
increase over last year's schedule for the 
same position. 


The approval by the teachers finalizes 


the salary schedule and it will go into 
effect as soon as teaching begins. The 
Dist. 15 Board of Education previously 
approved the schedule at its meeting 
Aug. 12. 


"I am personally quite satisfied with 


the salary schedule and the teachers' re- 
lations with the school board," Wally 
Friker, president of the Education Asso- 
ciation and a member of the teacher 
negotiating committee, said. 


FRIKER SAID the only aspect of the 


new schedule that was viewed negatively 
by some teachers is the requirement that 
salary be distributed to teachers in 24 
separate payments. They previously bad 
the choice to receive their salaries 


George Yingst, chairman of the EA 


negotiating committee, presented to the 
teachers at the meeting comparisons be- 
tween the new and old salary schedules 
which pointed out percentage increases 
that will be received under the new 
schedule. Beginning salaries and salaries 
for teachers holding masters degrees 
were compared, showing at least a 10 
per cent increase above the normal in- 
creases necessitated by inflation. 


The salary schedule was developed af- 


ter four months of negotiating between 
representatives of the teachers and the 
school board. The new schedule includes 


a ir jximum wage of $14,415 a year for a 
teacher with 15 years experience holding 
a master's degree with 30 hours of ad- 
vanced work toward a PhD. 


Teachers holding a master's degree 


with no experience would receive $8,475 
and with five years experience they will 
receive $10,255. 


The new schedule also added a new 


tract of payment for teachers holding 
master's degrees with 15 credit hours of 
advanced work. This tract will pay a 
minimum of $8,775 for a teacher with no 
experience and a maximum of $14,115 for 
15 years experience.

it is essential that appropriate action be 
taken so that the land can be zoned for 
multi-family dwellings in order to make 
the maximum numbers of units avail- 
able." 


Under the glare of the television lights, 


Bratcher continued to read the labor 
group's statement. 


"The need ot many of our workers to 


live near their jobs makes affirmative 
action on the Viatorian development an 
economic necessity," he said. 


"The immediate concern is whether 


black and other poor people will be able 
to live close enough to afford job possi- 
bilities that are opening up in the sub- 
urbs.

"The eyes of the black community are 


focusing on Arlington Heights. We urge 
you to take the first crucial step toward 
making full participation in the suburbs 
possible — if they so choose — for black 
people, Spanish'speaking people, as well 
as white presently excluded. 


"We applaud the initiative taken by the 


Concerned Metropolitan Citizen group 
(who first requested the Viatorians use 
the land for housing) and the Viatorian 
Order, and we hope that the village offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights will follow 
their display of courage in moving to 
break down racial edclusion in the sub- 
urbs." 


Bratcher said the labor lealers and the 


Viatorians will meet next week to discuss 
the possibility of the four-bedroom apart- 
ments being included in the plans for the 
land. 


Answering a query about the actual 


chances for rezoning on the Viatorian 
land to permit multiple family units, he 
said, "With the support of the Viatorians, 
the citizen's group and the black labor 
leaders, the chances for zoning are 
good." 


Bratcher added that besides Arlington 


Heights, low and moderate income hous- 
ing sites are being explored in Rolling 
Meadows, Buffalo Grove, Harrington, 
Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Village. 


Prior to the release of the statement, 


Bratcher referred to Arlington Heights 
as a "city." When told the correct term 
was "village," he said, "We'll make it 
into a city."

Stamp Marks 50th Year 


Apparently, the demands of many 


women's liberation-minded females to 
"stamp out inequality" has been taken 
literally by the federal government. 


A new postage stamp, commemorating 


the 50th anniversary of women's suf- 
frage, will go on sale today at the local 
post offices. 


On Aug. 26 the new six-cent stamp 


went on sale in Adams, Mass., according 
to representatives of the League of Wom- 
en Voters in the suburbs. 


Adams was chosen for the "First Day 


of Issue" of the woman suffrage stamp 
because it is the birthplace of Susan B.

M. Nixon said: "For fifty years the 
League of Women Voters has provided 
Americans in every state with informa- 
tion on candidates and issues." 


The President went on to say, "It has 


furnished a non-partisan platform for 
which all candidates may be seen and 
heard. These activities have strength- 
ened government and have helped to sus- 
tain the public weal." 


To mark its 50th year, the LWV desig- 


nated 1970 as the year of the Voter. This 
commemorates also the 100th anniversa- 
ry of the 15th amendment affirming 
black male suffrage.

2,200 To Attend Parochial Schools 


Approximately 2,200 elementary and 


junior high school students will be enter- 
ing five parochial schools in Mount Pros- 
pect during the first week of September. 


Three of the five schools — St. Em- 


ily's, St. Raymond's and St, Paul's — 
will swing open their doors for the fall 
term next Tuesday. St. John's will begin 
classes on Sept. 8 and St. Mark, which 
operates a nursery school, will begin on 
Oct. 1. 


Registration for all the schools will 


continue until the first day of classes. 


St. Raymond's Catholic School will 


have an enrollment of 940 students from 


the first through the eighth grades. This 
is a reduction of about 35 from last 
year's enrollment ot 975. 


"The only enrollment decreases have 


come in the first two or three grades. We 
have class sizes of about 35 in the second 
grade and 40 in the third. There are be- 
tween 40 and 50 children in the eighth 
grade classes." 


ST. RAYMOND'S has a staff of ap- 


proximately 35 teachers and about 150 
volunteer workers. 


Mrs. Zielinski said the school is looking 


for volunteer workers to aid teachers and 
work on a "one-to-one" basis with some 


of the children. 


Tuition for the school is $100 for one 


child and $150 for two or more children 
from the same family.

When school starts Monday Dist. 23 


Eisenhower School students will be able 
to walk across McDonald Creek on their 
way to class. 


A 36-inch culvert 30-foot long that will 


enclose a portion of the creek next to 
Camp McDonald Road near the Prospect 
Heights school will be installed under the 
direction of the Prospect Heights Park 
District. 


Ronald Greenberg, park district direc- 


tor, said the pipe and a dirt path cov- 
ering it will be ready by Monday. The 
pipe and construction necessary to install 
it have been donated by local residents 
who wish to remain anonymous. The 
park district approved plans for the cul- 
vert earlier this month as a safety mea- 
sure for children walking to the school. 
The culvert is part of the district's 
planned development of the Eisenhower 
School site. 


PREVIOUSLY CHILDREN walked to 


the school in the street because there 
was no pathway along Camp McDonald 
Road and no way for them to cross 
McDonald Creek. The creek winds its 
way under the road across several acres 
of vacant school land under Elm Street. 


Greenberg said he has talked to repre- 


sentatives of the Prospect Heights Jay- 
cees to see if they would supply gravel to 


cover the path across the creek. This 
would insure the children a place to 
cross even when it rams. 


He said the Jaycees are now consid- 


ering a special meeting to discuss the 
possibility. Greenberg said if the Jaycees 
decide not to donate the gravel, the park 
district could take care of the path. He 
said $600 had been allotted for the proj- 
ect. Because the culvert and its in- 
stallation are free, the park district still 
has the money for the path. 


"THE MAIN THING is to keep the 


kids off the street," said Park Commis- 
sioner Joe Lesniak. 


Responsibility for installation of the 


walkway has shifted between School 
Dist. 23, the park district and the Jay- 
cees., The project was first proposed by a 
Dist. 23 board member last summer. 


Originally the school board hoped to 


have the walk constructed by the Cook 
County Highway Department. However, 
after investigating the proposed project 
last summer, the school board received 
no cooperation from the county. 


At a park board meeting earlier this 


week, Greenberg told board members 
the Jaycees' major complaint was that 
the park district had never formally ap- 
proached them for the gravel pathway.

Thomas Avenue, only (bur miles 
long, ends in a dead end in a residential 
area in Prospect Heights. 


Last winter, Schachner said, the state 


wanted to put in another road to relieve 
traffic on Rand Road. They temporarily 
postponed putting in that road, however, 
because they didn't want to disrupt the 
residential nature of the area. 


"Drainage is also a very distinct prob- 


lem," Schachner said. "The retention ba- 
sin for the shopping center is inadequate 
and relief through McDonald Creek 
would be out of the question."

>• ' ' T h e 48-cent increase," said 
JUcCalfrey, "came about because of in- 
flationary spiral, Our biggest exptnse in 
funning the hospital is the payroll. It 
makes up 65 per cent of the budget each 
year." 
v Holy Family is a 240-bed not-for-profit 
hospital. "A not-for-profit hospital," ex- 
plained McCaffrey, "gives patient care 
for which fees that are received are sole- 
ly dedicated to meet the hospital's finan- 
cial needs. No portion of the fees revert 
|oany individual." 


THE HOSPITAL is owned and oper- 


ated by the Sisters of the Holy Family of 
Nazareth. "We are actually a medium- 
sized community hospital," McCaffrey 
said. "We don't have many teaching ser- 
vices like technology teaching or interns 
here at the hospital. But we feel we have 
a community responsibility and we pro- 
vide hospital care for people of all reli- 
gions." 


"In running a not-for-profit hospital," 


McCaffrey said, "we try to balance 
charges to patients according to our ex- 
penses. In other words, we prepare an 
expense budget and then we try for a 
revenue budget to meet those expenses. 


"We've been able to keep the cost to 


the patient down because we've been 
blessed with full utilization of facilities 
this year," he said. "We also watch our 
costs so we don't have to pass on higher 
costs to the patient. Of course the in- 
flation the country has experienced has 
affected us. There is no comparison in 
the cost to a patient now than the cost 
was when the hospital opened in 1961." 


McCaffrey said there are some depart- 


ments in the hospital where expenses are 
greater than the income realized for the 


departments' services. "The expense of 
operating the labor and delivery rooms is 
higher than the income we get from 
them., But it often averages out. Some 
departments get more 'income than what 
they have in expense." 


FOR DELIVERING babies the hospital 


charges $65 for the dtlivery room and for 
the use of the recovery room the hospital 
gets $15 for the first one-half hour and $5 
for each additional hour. 


Operating room costs at the hospital 


vary. A patient will pay $60 for the first 
one-half hour's use of the operating room 
if he,is having major surgery. He also 
pays $10 for each additional 15 minutes 
he's undergoing surgery. 


Charges for using the operating room 


for minor surgery is $45 for the first one- 
half hour if two nurses are in attendance 
and $35 if there is one nusre. Each addi- 
tional 15 minutts costs $10. 


The hospital also has varying charges 


the emergency room costs $15 but if 
someone wants to meet his family physi- 
cian in the emergency room, he pays $10 
for the room as well as tht cost of drugs 
and supplies used for treatment.

' men of all races and classes will have 


the freedom to choose where they live." 


Then Bratcher, with six labor leaders 


sitting alongside of him, concluded the 
statement. 


"The eyes of the black community are 


focusing on Arlington Heights. We urge 
you to take the first crucial step toward 


making full participation in the suburbs 
possible — if they so choose — for black 
people, Spanish speaking people, as well 
as white presently excluded. 


• "We applaud the initiative taken by the 
Concerned Metropolitan Citizen group 
(who first requested the Viatorians use 
the land for housing) and the Viatorian 
Order, and we hope that the village offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights will follow 
their display of courage in moving to 
break down racial edclusion in the sub- 
urbs." 


Bratcher said the labor lealers and the 


Viatorians will meet next week to discuss 
the possibility of the four-bedroom apart- 
ments being included in the plans for the 
land. 


Answering a query about the actual 


chances for rezoning on the Viatorian 
land to permit multiple family units, he 
said, "With the support of the Viatorians, 
the citizen's group and the black labor 
leaders, the chances for zoning are 
good." 


Bratcher added thai besides Arlington 


Heights, low and moderate income hous- 
ing sites are being explored in Rolling 
Meadows, Buffalo Grove, Barrington, 
Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Village. 


Prior to the release of the statement,. 


Bratcher referred to Arlington Heights 
as a "city." When told the correct term 
was "village," he said, "We'll make it 
into a city."

Dist. 59 Teachers 
Picket Offices

In efforts to impress upon the School 


Dist. 59 Board of Education the need for 
smaller classes, more than 60 teachers 
picketed the administration building in 
Arlington Heights yesterday. 


Carrying picket signs claiming the 


board of education deals in bad faith, 
and asking, "Why should children suf- 
fer?" the teachers walked quietly in 
front of 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


"The purpose of this demonstration is 


to call to the communities' attention the 
board's refusal to negotiate the remain- 
ing $268,000 of unbudgeted funds," Dave 
Robert, chairman of the Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team, said. 


The teachers have not settled contracts 


for the coming school year and classes 
are scheduled to begin Sept. 8. The 
$268,000 is money due to an increase in 
state aid. 


WHEN ASKED WHY they were there 


walking in the hot sun, most of the teach- 
ers simply said, "It's class size The 
classes are just too large." 


"The teachers ask that the money be 


spent in three areas' the lowering of last 
year's class size; a full-range extra duty 
program, and the development of a pro- 
gram to retain our experienced teach- 
ers," Roberts said. 


No one from the administration build- 


ing came out to watch the picketing, 
which began about 11:30 a.m. and was to 
continue to 6 p.m Passersby honked 
their horns but hardly slowed down as 
they drove by. 


"We're trying to reach the parents. We 


hope they'll reach the board. It's about 
all we can do until the teachers come in 
to vote Sept. 1," Robert said

will swing open their doors for the fall 
term next Tuesday. St. John's will begin 
classes on Sept. 8 and St. Mark, which 
operates a nursery school, will begin on 
Oct. 1. 


Registration for all the schools will

St. Raymond's Catholic School will 


have an enrollment of 940 students from 
the first through the eighth grades. This 
is a reduction of about 35 from last 
year's enrollment ot 975.

We 
have class sizes of about 35 in the second 


grade and 40 in the third. There are be- 
tween 40 and 50 children in the eighth 


ST.

Costs Up At Holy Family 


by CYNTHIA TIVERS 


A patient at Holy Family Hospital in 


Des Plaines can expect to pay 48 cents 
more for an average day's care than he 
did last year at this time, i 


According to Holy Family's assistant 


administrator, James McCaffrey, the av- 
erage total expense per patient per day 
was $76,86 in June of this year as com- 
pared to $76.38 per day in June of 1969. 
This cost includes the room, food, nurs- 
ing cave, housekeeping and laundry 
costs. 


"The 4 8-c e n t increase," said 


McCaffrey, "came about because of in- 
flationary spiral. Our biggest exptnse in 
running the hospital is the payroll. It 
makes up 65 per cent of the budget each 
year." 


Holy Family is a 240-bed not-for-profit 


hospital. "A not-for-profit hospital," ex- 
plained McCaffrey, "gives patient care 
for which fees that are received are sole- 
ly dedicated to meet the hospital's finan- 
cial needs. No portion of the fees revert 
to any individual." 


THE HOSPITAL is owned and oper- 


ated by the Sisters of the Holy Family of 
Nazareth. "We are actually a medium- 
sized community hospital," McCaffrey 
said. "We don't have many teaching ser- 
vices like technology teaching or interns 
here at the hospital. But we feel we have 
a community responsibility and we pro- 
vide hospital care for people of all reli- 
gions." 


"In running a not-for-profit hospital," 


McCaffrey said, "we try to balance 
charges to patients according to our ex- 
penses. In other words, we prepare an 
expense budget and then we try for a 
revenue budget to meet those expenses. 


"We've been able to keep the cost to 


the patient down because we've been 
blessed with full utilization of facilities 
this year," he said. "We also watch our 
costs so we don't have to pass on higher 
costs to the patient Of course the in- 
flation the country has experienced has 
affected us. There is no comparison in 
the cost to a patient now than the cost 
was when the hospital opened in 1961." 


McCaffrey said there are some depart- 


ments in the hospital where expenses are 
greater than the income realized for the 


departments' services. "The expense of 
operating the labor and delivery rooms is 
higher than the income we get from 
them. But i* often averages out. Some 
departments get more income than what 
they have in expense." 


FOR DELIVERING babies the hospital 


charges $65 for the dtlivery room and for 
the use of the recovery room the hospital 
gets $15 for the first one-half hour and $5 
for each additional hour. 


Operating room costs at the hospital 


vary. A patient will pay $60 for the first 
one-half hour's use of the operating room 
if he is having major surgery. He also 
pays $10 for each additional 15 minutes 
he's undergoing surgery. 


Charges for using the operating rooni 


for minor surgery is $45 for the first one- 
half hour if two nurses are in attendance 
and $35 if there is one nusre. Each addi- 
tional 15 minutts costs $10. 


The hospital also has varying charges 


the emergency room costs $15 but if 
someone wants to meet his family physi- 
cian in the emergency room, he pays $10 
for the room as well as tht cost of drugs 
and supplies used for treatment.

Picket Offices

In efforts to impress upon the School 


Disc. 59 Board of Education the need for 
smaller classes, more than 60 teachers 
picketed the administration building in 
Arlington Heights yesterday. 


Carrying picket signs claiming the 


board of education deals in bad faith, 
and asking, "Why should children suf- 
fer?" the teachers walked quietly in 
front of 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


"The purpose of this demonstration is 


to call to the communities' attention the 
board's refusal to negotiate the remain- 
ing $268,000 of unbudgeted funds," Dave 
Robert, chairman of the Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team, said. 


The teachers have not settled contracts 


for the coming school year and classes 
are scheduled to begin Sept. 8. The 
$268,000 is money due to an increase in 
state aid. 


WHEN ASKED WHY they were there 


walking in the hot sun, most of the teach- 
ers simply said, "It's class size. The 
classes are just too large " 


"The teachers ask that the money be 


spent in three areas: the lowering of last 
year's class size; a full-range extra duty 
program, and the development of a pro- 
gram to retain our experienced teach- 
ers," Roberts said. 


No one from the administration build- 


ing came out to watch the picketing, 
which began about 11:30 a.m. and was to 
continue to 6 p.m. Passersby honked 
their horns but hardly slowed down as 
they drove by, 


"We're trying to reach the parents. We 


hope they'll reach the board. It's about 
all we can do until the teachers come in 
to vote Sept. 1," Robert said. 


THE TEACHERS have scheduled a 


meeting to vote on the ratification of a 
contract approved by the district board. 
The contract includes a base starting 
salary of $7,600 but includes no details on 
:lass size, extra duty or retention of ex- 
perienced teachers. The Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team has announced they 
will urge teachers to reject the contract. 


Teachers 'Nice and Orderly' 


"A keep off the grass. Be nice. Be or- 


derly," sign was posted on the newly 
seeded grass yesterday in front of the 
Dist. 59 administration building in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


It was hastily constructed and put up 


by the teachers at the request of the ad- 
ministration prior to an all-day picket by 
the teachers. 


The teachers did keep off the grass 


and remained orderly as they paced on 
the hard-to-walk-on gravel path around 
the seeded area. 


The path was bordered by a makeshift 


fence to keep the teachers from slipping 
off the curb into traffic. The adminis- 
tration gave permission to the teachers 
to put up the fence, according to the ne- 
gotiation chairman. 


JUST INSIDE THE main door of the 


administration building weary teachers 
coming in from the hot sun talked to the 
administration personnel and stopped to 
take a drink from the fountain. Outside 
the demonstrators drank pop from bot- 
tles bought from a machine inside. 


Although the atmosphere between the 


two groups was somewhat congenial, the 
teachers were serious about the picket. 
Some drove in from Chicago, others 
came from Des Plaines and Palatine. 


They all taught in Dist. 59 schools, ei- 


ther in Elk Grove Village, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect or Des Plaines, 
and they wanted a contract which includ- 
ed details on smaller classes. Classes in 
some of the 20 district schools now have 
30 students per teacher. 


Meanwhile, classes are scheduled to 


begin in 12 days. 


Of the 500 positions allotted for teach- 


ers in the district only 370 of them are 
filled by returning teachers, according 
to Robert. He added that at least half of 
these were still on vacation and were not 
available to picket. 


Some of those present, however, had 


admitted to taking off work to join the 
picket line, explaining the men in dress 
shirts and ties sprinkled among the 
sports-clad picketers. 


Robert said the demonstration was not 


so much against the administration as 
the board. "We couldn't picket the board 
members' individual homes," he said. 


THE ADMINISTRATION seemed to 


agree the picketing didn't involve them, 
continuing their work inside the building 
as usual, ignoring the picketers. 


"As the negotiator for the board I feel 


it would be completely inappropriate and 
unethical for me to make any statement 
pertaining to this incident," Al Waltman, 
administratiqn negotiation team chair- 
man, 
said. 


Mrs. Leah Cummins, spokesman for 


Supt. James Erviti, said the adminis- 
tration did not see the demonstration as 
an appeal to them for anything. She 
added, "There's not very much on which 
we can comment" 


Most of the teachers did not seem too 


concerned about how they negotiated, 
they just wanted someone to conclude ne- 
gotiations. 


"All we want is for them to sit down 


and finish negotiations," said Tony Wa- 
ser, teacher at Grove Junior High. He 
added that class size was of prime con- 
cern. 


Marion Novak, second grade teacher 


• at Robert Frost, was also urging lower- 
ing of class ratio. "The district I left 
had 20 children in a class," she said. 


Joy Mullen, mother of four, and a 


teacher in the district, said, "I'm here 
more for the kids than the teachers. 
Even my kids think the class size should 
be lowered " 


Barb Schultz, teacher at Dempster Ju- 


nior High said she was her,e "Probably 
to make the board see something they 
should have seen a year ago — the need 
for lowering class size."

"Their ideas are basically good," she

W. Campbell St, said all his women em- 
ployes showed up for work. 


"They're behaving themselves," he

'Lib Day?!' Dist. 59 
Teachers Picket Offices 


by JUDY MEHL 


In efforts to impress upon the School 


Dist. 59 Board of Education the need for 
smaller classes, more than 60 teachers 
picketed the administration building in 
Arlington Heights yesterday. 


Carrying picket signs claiming the 


board of education deals in bad faith, 
and asking, "Why should children suf- 
fer?" the teachers walked quietly in 
front of 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


"The purpose of this demonstration is 


to call to the communities' attention the 
board's refusal to negotiate the remain- 
ing $268,000 of unbudgeted funds," Dave 
Robert, chairman of the Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team, said. 


The teachers have not settled contracts 


for the coming school year and classes 
are scheduled to begin Sept. 8. The 
¥268,000 is money due to an increase in 
state aid. 


WHEN ASKED WHY they were there 


walking in the hot sun, most,of the teach- 
ers simply said, ''It's class size. The 
classes are just too large." 


"The teachers ask that the money be 


spent in three areas: the lowering of last 
year's class size; a full-range extra duty 
program, and the development of a pro- 
gram to retain our experienced teach- 
ers," Roberts said. 


No one from the administration build- 


ing came out to watch the picketing, 
which began about 11:30 a.m. and was to 
continue to 6 p.m. Passersby honked 
their horns but hardly slowed down as 
they drove by. 


"We're trying to reach the parents. We 


hope they'll reach the board. It's about 
all we can do until the teachers come in 
to vote Sept. 1," Robert said.

THE TEACHERS have scheduled a 


meeting to vote on the ratification of a 
contract approved by the district board. 
The contract includes a base starting 
salary of $7,600 but includes no details on 
:lass size, extra duty or retention of ex- 
perienced teachers. The Teachers' Coun- 
cil negotiation team has announced they 
will urge teachers to reject the contract. 


Of the 500 positions allotted for teach- 


ers in the district only 370 of them are 
filled by returning teachers, according 
to Robert. He added that at least half of 
these were still on vacation and were not 
available to picket. 


Some of those present, however, had 


admitted to taking off work to join the 
picket line, explaining the men in dress 
shirts and ties sprinkled among the 
sports-clad picketers.- 


Robert said the demonstration was not 


so much against the administration as 
the board. "We couldn't picket the board 
members' individual homes," he said. 


THE ADMINISTRATION seemed to 


agree the picketing didn't involve them, 
continuing their work inside the building 
as usual, ignoring the picketers. 


"As the negotiator for the board I feel 


it would be completely inappropriate and 
unethical for me to make any statement 
pertaining to this incident," Al Waltman, 
administration negotiation team chair- 
man, said. 


Mrs. Leah Cummins, spokesman for 


Supt. James Erviti, said the adminis- 
tration did not see the demonstration as 
an appeal to them for anything. She 
added, "There's not very much on which 
we can comment." 


Most of the teachers did not seem too 


concerned about how they negotiated, 


they just wanted someone to conclude ne- 
gotiations. 


"All we want is for them to sit down 


and finish negotiations," said Tony Wa- 
ser, teacher at Grove Junior High. He 
added that class size was of prime con- 
cern.' 


Marion Novak, second grade teacher 


at Robert Frost, was also urging lower- 
ing of class ratio. "The district I left 
had 20 children in a class," she said. 


Joy Mullen, mother of four, and a 


teacher hi the district, said, "I'm here 
more for the kids than the teachers. 
Even my kids think the class size should 
be lowered." 


Barb Schultz, teacher at Dempster Ju- 


nior High said she was here "Probably 
to make the board see something they 
should have seen a year ago — the need 
for lowering class, size." 


Behrel Greets Teachers 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel yesterday 


welcomed new Dist. 62 teachers to Des 
Plaines. 


He.urged the teachers to seek out city 


help in solving their problems. "After 
all, that's why we are here," he said. 


Mayor Behrel addressed 52 new teach- 


ers at Plainfield School, 1850 Plainfield, 
during the first day of the district's 
teacher orientation program. 


The mayor noted that he and the 


school districts serving Des Plaines have 
worked closely together. 


Behrel said he meets for lunch several 


times a year with Dist. 62 Superintendent 
Leon Smaage, High School Dist. 207 su- 
perintendent Richard Short, and with 
Robert Kunkel, Des Plaines Park Dis- 
trict director of parks and recreation. He 
said the officials try to. coordinate and 
work out programs together. 


The Mayor occasionally is asked to 


speak on civics at the junior high 
schools. Eleanor Rohrbach, city clerk, 
arranges for students to tour the police 


and fire departments, Behrel said. 


NOTING THAT SOME of the teachers 


may become Des Plaines residents, he 
told the teachers of Des Plaines' rapid 
growth in the last 20 years, from a popu- 
lation of 14,700 to an estimated 61,000. 


He explained how the city has annexed 


Industrial properties and how new in- 
dustry has brought more workers into 
the community, boosting the need for 
schools. Dist. 62 now has about 7,500 stu- 
dents. 


Demand for housing has caused higher 


rental costs, he said. He asked the teach- 
ers if they had found rents to be high, 
and some indicated they had. 


The new teachers were also welcomed 


by Supt. Smaage and George Pederson, 
president of the Des Plaines Educational 
Association, who urged them to join the 
teacher organization. 


The special education program was ex- 


plained by Dr. Harry Eschel, program 
director. The sex education and family 
living curriculum was explained by Mrs. 


Betsey Kuzicli, Terrace school principal, 
and Glen Helsm, Algonquin Junior High 
principal.

Police Shooting A 'Lifesaver' Measure 


"All right men, you'll shoot 10 rounds 


of ammunition at 21 feet — five with 
your strong hand and five with your 
weak hand. You have 25 seconds. Is the 
line ready?" 


Des Plaines Police Sgt. Peter Senteff 


was directing a group of Des Plaines po- 
licemen during their monthly pistol prac- 
tice on the police shooting range at the 
Des Plaines city garage. 


"The men atand in a crouch position 


when they shoot at 21 feet," Senteff ex- 
plained. "They put their left feet slightly 
forward and bend their knees. The 
crouch position is a gunfighter's position 
because It lessens the chance of the man 
being hit by someone else. 


"The majority of gunfights are in an 


area the size of one room," he said. 
"Crouching when shooting is done as a 
safety measure. In case a policeman 
walks Into a room and someone has a 
gun directed at him he can crouch and 
fire so he makes it more difficult to hit 
him." 


SENTEFF STANDS in an enclosed 


glass room behind the men who were 
shooting, giving directions over an inter- 
com and controlled by a console. The of- 
ficers shoot at paper silhouettes which 
Senteff maneuvers by pressing a button 
on a control console. The console has a 
timer to make sure the men fire their 
rounds of ammunition within the speci- 
fied time. 


"All right men. you'll shoot 10 rounds 


at SO feet — five rounds with your strong 
hand and five with your weak. You hive 
35 seconds, Is the line ready? The line ii 
ready!" 


When the line was ready Senteff push- 


ed a button and the silhouettes turned to 
face the men ... and they shot. 


"They shoot this one from a shoulder 


point position," Senteff said. "That one's 
used for a distance shot with the gun 
held at shoulder level. They shoot 
against the clock, because it a man ran 


out of the six rounds of ammunition he 
has in his revolver he's got to know how 
to reload quickly if he's in a fight. And 
they switch hands to practice in case one 
hands gets wounded in a fight.'1 


THE POLICEMEN each stood in a 


small partitioned area with a container 
on the wall to hold expended bullet 
cases. To shield them from the loud 
blast accompanying every gun shot, the 
officers all wore sound-rppof headsets. 


"All right men. Shoot five rounds at 75 


feet in 15 seconds from a kneeling posi- 
tion," Senteff said. "Is the line ready?" 
And the paper silhouettes turned to re- 
ceive the riddling fire. 


"They shoot double action," Senteff 


said, "which is combat shooting. The 
hammer of the gun doesn't have to be 
pulled back — you just pull the trigger. 
They use their own .38 cal. guns, with 
bullets that contain half the lead of a 
regular bullet." 


AN OFFICER'S SCORE depends on 


where the bullet strikes the paper body. 
If he hits the heart, that's worth more 
than a hand r leg. Each man can score 
a possible 300 points, but must get at' 
least 210 out of the 300. If he consistently 
gets less than 210 he's sent back to 
school and taught how to shoot with 
more precision.

The Shell Oil Co. No-Pest Strip, a 10- 


year-oW saper fly killer, may be dying 
from its own fumes. 


According to the federal government, 


the strip, which is sold through local ser- 
vice stations, contains a poisonous phos- 
phate that can be a health hazard when 
used near food 


Des Plaines Sanitarian Lucille Weide- 


man said the city does not allow use of 
the strips in places where food is being 
prepared or served. In addition, the Illi- 
nois Dept. of Public Health is moving to 
restrict licenses required for the sale of 
the strips, according to Dr. Roy Upham, 
head of the food and drugs division. 


Upbam told the Herald/Day that Illi- 


nois is waiting for a decision from the 
US. Food and Drug Administration on 
the strips. H the federal government 
bans them, he said, Illinois will follow 
suit. 


"IF THEY DON'T," Upham said, 


"we'll recommend that the No-Pest strip 
not be used over food and tables. But 
we're not going to put a ban on it this 
summer. We'll give it a few months for 
word to get around that this is not a good 
practice " 


According to Buell Walters, acting dep- 


uty director of, the regional food and 
drug administration, the chemical in the 
strips can cause nausea, eye pupil con- 
striction, vomiting, diarrhea, excessive 
salivation, muscular twitching and con- 
vulsions. 


"One of the anticipated problems with 


the No-Pest strips is that these things 
are hanging and giving off chemicals day 
and night," Walters said of the coated 
strips. 


"With the variations in ah- currents 


you don't know" how much is escaping or 
where it went," he said. 


Walters said he has not heard of any 


cases where hospitalization has been re- 
quired because of exposure to the chem- 
ical in the strips 


SHELL MAINTAINS that its No-Pest 


strip is completely harmless. 


"We feel that the strips are effective 


as they nave been for 10 years and fur- 
thermore, they are harmless. We don't 
think they're dangerous," said Larry 
Hull, public relations manager for Shell 
in Chicago. • 


Hull said Shell Oil Co. has been "mak- 


ing studies for years all over the world" 
on the No-Pest strip. 


Walters and Upham both stressed that 


exceedingly large amounts of the chem- 
ical in the strips would have to be con- 
sumed for serious illness to develop. 


But its danger has been established to 


such an extent that the Department of 
Agriculture will require a warning to be 
palced on the strips so they won't be 
used where they can contaminate foods, 
Walters said. 


IF SERIOUS ILLNESS developed from 


exposure to the chemical, death would 
ultimately come from breathing failures, 
according to Harold Kurtz, public rela- 
tions manager of Lutheran General Hos- 
pital. 


Kurtz said hospital doctors and special- 


ists in the Poison Control Unit told him 
that breathing the substance affects the 
basic nervous system. 


"You have all the symptoms of general 


respiratory ailments. It also affects the 
general heart and vascular system," 
Kurtz said. 


He said he had been told the problem 


would be more serious among children 
than adults simply because 
they're

If you created a jnior college, what 


•would it look like, and what would it do? 


Oakton Comunity College, scheduled 


:to open Sept. 14, has made use of a mod- 
el junior college, created by a University 
of California professor in a much-criti- 
cized and much praised book "Dateline 
'79: Heretical Concepts for the Commu- 
nity College." The author, Arthur M. Co- 
hen, will speak Monday at the new col- 
lege 


According to Oakton President William 


Koehnline, some of Cohen's ideas for a 
junior college of 1079 have been used 
"not as a Bible or a blueprint" but as an 


; example for creating some of Oakton's 
' goals and organization, 


In his book, Cohen traces some of the 


trends that have created the need for ju- 
nior colleges, then suggests some basic 


• changes which he feels should be made 
- so a junior college can educate effective- 
: iy- 


THE MOST important of the trends Co- 


hen describes is the move to offer college 
education to everyone in our society. 
This is part of the same movement, 


. more than 150 years old, to provide edu- 


cation to all in society 


It is part of the democratic spirit. But 


today it is also part of the economic spir- 
it, he states. To make money, and be a 
full citizen, it is becoming increasingly 
necessary to get a college education. 
Also, society is demanding more and 
more technically educated people to kee- 
pour industry growing. It Is no longer 
practical for industries to train their own 
technicians, Cohen feels. 


The third trend, just as ancient as the 


desire for education for all, is the feeling 
that education has to be community-run, 
that it must reflect community desires 
and needs. 


THE THREE trends — education for 


all. need for technical education, and 
community control — have come togeth- 
er in desire for community colleges an 
Idea that seems to have come of age in 
the last ten years. Nationally, one new 
community college opens each week. By 
I960, perhaps, 20 per cent of those in col- 
lege, will be in junior colleges, Cohen 
says. 


The trends also mean problems. If all 


are to go to college, how can you design 
a college that makes this possible? Co- 
hen's college of 1979 differs from present 
junior colleges in coursework, instruc- 
tion, teachers, and campus. 


Many students today drop out of col- 


lege. Cohen suggests changing the col- 
lege to fit the student, rather than chang- 
ing the student to fit ttie college. This 
mean "Individualized" education. 


COURSES SHOULD become much 


more flexible, he feels, If it takes the 
student a long time to master • subject 
or concept, he ought to take that long. If 
a student can master the essential knowl- 
edge to make him a useful citizen in five 
months, then he ought to graduate. If it 
takes him 10 years, then it should take 
him 10 years 


If a student learns a concept best 


through a lecture, then he ought to learn 
through lectures. The same Is true if he 
learns different concepts best through 
small, discussion groups, tutoring, or 
audio-visual aids. 


Cohen suggests dividing the curriculum 


up into several broad areas like social 
science or humanities. In turn, divide 
these up into 40 parts. In each part the 
student should go at the speed he wishes, 
and be taught in the way best suited to 
him. 


GRADES ARE OUT, in Cohen's con- 


ception. A student has "passed" that 
part of the course, when he can do the 
"objective" of that part of the course - 
when he can write a composition without 
misspelling or give a speech. 


Grades only mean "a student has per- 


formed these tasks under these condi- 
tions with this degree of accuracy." They 
don't measure learning or ability to use 
the knowledge, Cohen feels. 


The objectives of the course, the things 


which must be mastered, are drawn up 
by the teachers, who have a much differ- 
ent role under Cohen's model. 


If a student fails to learn, it is the 


teacher's fault, Cohen says. The teachers 
are responsible for bringing the students 
to the point where they can fulfill the 
objectives of the course. Teachers must 
be involved In many related roles, such 
as forming the curriculum and helping in 
student activities. 


The school's goals are many-sided, and 


are formed by the students, the faculty, 
the administration, and the community. 
All these should be deeply involved in the 
college, Cohen says. 


THE COLLEGE is not separated from 


the community. For the sake of true 
"relevance" the "model" college is 
made up of many small colleges, all near 
the homes of its students. Graduation re- 
quirements, In Cohen's model, could be 
fulfilled by community service. Vocation- 
al classes would be held in local busi- 
nesses and manufacturing plants. The 
whole community would be involved in 
the cultural and educational goals of the 
college. 


The college, itself, wouldn't be a "high 


school with ashtrays" or a junior univer- 
sity, but something unique and different. 
One of its main functions would be re- 
search into teaching methods, preparing 
students In a number of ways — for fur- 
ther college education, for retraining, 
and for technical education. 


Cohen's view of what a junior college 


could be (and he doesn't claim it is the 
whole answer) is considered radical by 
many educators, according to Richard 
Wilson, director of the New Institutions

sible for the learning success of the stu- 
dent, rather than the student being re- 
sponsible for his own learning, puts "the 
monkey on the' back of the teachers," 
and some have voiced objections, he 
said 


WILSON THINKS Cohen is right about 


getting rid of grades, and he feels Co- 
hen's ideas will gain more use in time. 


"Let's face it, his system takes a lot 


more work. It's easier to come in with 
yellowing notes and lead a lecture, than 
to find out what a student needs to 
learn," he said. 


One way Oakton College reflects Co- 


hen's views can be seen in its teacher 
selection. Richard Jordan, dean of facul- 
ties, has tried to pick "student oriented" 
teachers rather than subject oriented 
teachers These men, he has said, are 
specialists in their field but generahsts 


as well They will be expected to help in 
forming programs and in working with 
students in their activities. 


The administration has also been back- 


ing high levels of student and faculty 
participation. 


The college won't be research oriented 


in the traditional way, but, as Cohen sug- 
gests, it will do research in learning 
techniques, Koehnline said. 


And it is also seeking to extend itself to 


all members of the community

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The 'Other'NSA Convention 


RON BRYANT

Ron Bryant, the recently elected Stu- 


dent Senate president at Harper College, 
gives you the impression that there were 
two National Student Association (NSA) 
conventions. 


Bryant, along with three other mem- 


bers of the Student Senate, traveled to 
St. Paul, Minn., two weeks ago to attend 
the NSA convention. 


The popular version of the convention, 


•as described by the press, involved anti- 
war protests as a central issue. The 
NSA, which represented several hundred 
student governments, took a position 
which encourages anti-war dissent. 


HOWEVER, 
the quiet and lanky 


Bryant described another side of the con- 
vention. His group attended the junior 
college conference, one of the three NSA 
conferences held simultaneously. He 
found it to be a much less "political" 
gathering. 


The problems are much the same from 


community college to community col- 
lege, Bryant said. Student apathy, stu- 
dents versus college administrators and 
the lack of money are typical. "Every 
question was along those lines," Bryant 
said. 


The four Harper students who attended 


drifted between the Presidential Confer- 
ence, the Representative Conference and 
the Junior College Conference. The Ju- 
nior College Conference consisted of lec- 
tures, small group discussions and work- 
shops. 


"There were few questions on the 


war," said Bryant of the Junior College 


Conference. He explained that Harper's 
relationship between students and faculty 
is strong, compared to most junior col-

"WE MET a lot of people, and we 


learned a lot," Bryant said. He stressed 
that the public meetings and talking to 
other student officials revealed Harper 
doesn't have as many problems as other 
community colleges. 


As a result of the conference, the Har- 


per Student Senate approved participa- 
tion in the NSA as a trial member for 
one year. The trial membership fee is $5. 
Regular membership, for which Harper 
would be eligible in a year, costs consid- 
erably more money. 


The NSA membership will bring Har- 


per a variety of written information, as 
part of the resources of the NSA national 
office. In addition Harper can phone the 
national office at any time to receive in- 
stant legal information on any type of 
campus problem. 


NSA hasn't been Bryant's only sum- 


mer'activity. The Student Senate, which 
meets in a large room adjacent to his 
office, set up several new committees, as 
well as planning an orientation program, 
this summer. 


THE FIRST scheduled event, after 


classes begin on Monday, Sept. 14, will 
be the election of 15 students to the 25- 
member Senate. Bryant and the senators 
then can settle down to work. 


Bryant said that one of his major goals 


for the school year is greater student in- 
volvement and participation in Harper 
activities: 


"My main concern is more student in- 


volvement, because you can't have an ef- 
fective Student Senate until you have 
that."

The growth of the Northwest sub- 


urbs and changes in population 
characteristics are nowhere better 
documented than in the booming 
high school population. 


This fall, two new high schools 


will open their doors, the 14th and 
15th in Paddock Publications' 
Northwest Cook County Circulation 
area. On Sept. 14, Schaumburg 
High School will open for 1,200 stu- 
dents. In November, or later, 
strike plagued Maine North High 
School will admit nearly 1,000 stu- 
dents. 


The Schaumburg school, nick- 


named the Saxons, joins three oth- 
er schools in Dist. 211: Palatine, 
Conant and Fremd. The Norsemen 
of Maine North join a family of 
Dist. 207 schools which also include 
Maine West and Maine East. 


The other major area schools are 


two Catholic boys' schools, St. Via- 
tor and Notre Dame, and six Dist. 
214 schools: Arlington, Prospect, 
Wheeling, Hersey, Elk Grove and 
Forest View. 


Schaumburg High School cost 


about $5.3 million and has been un- 
der construction since May, 1969. It 
is the first high school in Illinois to 
be financed by interest-free loans 
from the Illinois School Building 
Commission. 


Construction began on the $6.5 


million Maine North High School in 
March, 1969. 


In Schaumburg, teacher institute 


days will be used to fill the two- 
week period of delay in the start of 
school. Construction will continue 
even after students have begun to 
occupy the building and probably 
will be completed in January. 


Major construction work remain- 


ing at Maine North makes that 
structure unsafe for student use be- 
fore November, and existing Maine 
Township schools will continue to 
absorb the enrollment boom until 
North is ready.

It's hicky there are a few enterprising 


and far-thinking people in Palatine. 


About 20 of them want to do something 


about downtown Palatine. They think 
there's room for improvement. A lot of 
room for improvement. . 


The group is composed mostly of local

They're tired, too, of hearing the com- 
ments about the "hick town" atmosphere 
of a village topping 26,000 in population. 


SO MAYBE something will be'done to

The word "mall" has evoked frequent 


cries of hysteria from a lot of folks. 
Some of them even are downtown busi- 
nessmen who envision their customers 
unhappy enough about a two block walk 
that they'll go elsewhere.

Creating a mall in Palatine has been 


discussed for several years, but the idea 
has never gotten off the ground. Just last 
year the chamber of commerce and 
some members of the village board held 
a couple of meeting to explore the feasi- 
bility of a mall. 


After a couple of sessions, the en- 


thusiasm dwindled, but it didn't die. The 
idea lingered long enough for some of the 
people to get together again a couple of 
weeks ago. 


The meeting was held at 26 North be- 


cause Mrs. Barbara Bowen, owner of the 
store, decided it was time to revive at- 
tempts at improvement. She was joined 
by some local merchants, acting inde- 
pendently, and one village trustee, Clay- 
ton Brown. 


The chamber of commerce no longer is 


actively pursuing ways to improve the 
downtown area, nor is the village board. 


EITHER THE idea of a mall has be- 


come such a touchy proposal or they just

don't care anymore. Business groups and 
local officials who should be leading the 
way are back in the shadows again. 


It's difficult to anticipate how much 


the small group will be able to achieve. 
They've authorized a local architect to 
prepare a proposal to study parking and 


traffic in the downtown area. That's fur- 
ther than mall discussions have gone be- 
fore, but it's not far enough. 


The idea of changing Palatine's down- 


town should be explored by more than 20 
people. 


CERTAINLY, the village board which 


represents the village's population should 
take an active role, not to mention, the 
local chamber of commerce which pur- 
ports to be interested in everything that 
goes on in Palatine. 


In the meantime, it's lucky there are

Spotlight: 


Utility Purchase Nears

Buffalo Grove is closer to its goal of 


purchasing the troublesome Buffalo Utili- 
ty Co. than it has ever been before. 


This week the firm buying the village's 


$4 million revenue bond issue (funds 
from the issue will be used for purchase 
of the utility among other things) an- 
nounced it was accepting the updated en- 
gineering feasibility report on the vil- 
lage's purchase of the utlity. Had the 
bond buyers refused to accept the report, 
the deal would have been off, and the 
village would be back where it has been 
for the last 18 months — knocking on 
doors looking for someone to buy its 
bonds. 


The next step in the complicated bond 


sale is the procurement of certain neces- 
sary legal opinions. Then comes the is- 
suance of the bonds, reissuance, etc., un- 
til the sale is finally complete. 


And once that is done, sometime in Oc- 


tober, the purchase of the utility will be 
started. Option agreements for the pur- 
chase have already been signed. Com- 
pletion of the utility purchase is expected 
sometime to November. 


WHY IS THE village buying the utility 


company when the firm has been "the 
subject of hundreds of residents' com- 
plaints over poor service? 


Village officials feel this is the quickest 


way of solving the problems residents 
have encountered with the utility. By 
purchasing the system, upgrading it and 
tying it into the village's system, they 
hope to end such situations as a low wa- 
ter supply. 


True, there are other methods of trying 


to i prove water service for Buffalo Utili- 
ty users. For one, the village could, 
through a referendum, assume regu- 
latory powers over the utility. But, this is 
expensive. And it takes time to be set up. 
And how much actual power the village 


would have over the utility company is 
unknown. The Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission has not exactly distinguished it- 
self fa using similar regulatory powers 
over the utlity. 


Another avenue for the village would 


be to purchase the utility through con- 
demnation. But, again that would have 
taken time (though a poor bond market 
made the village's present avenue take a 
lot more time than expected), and it 
could have been painful to both sides. 


For if the village had decided to con- 


demn the utility company, then its own- 
ers probably would have pressed their 
lawsuits against the village totalling $2 


million.

My reasoning is as follows: 
1. Experience signifies that properly 


d e s i g n a t e d and controlled one-way 
streets will increase the safety of all ve- 
hicular and pedestrian traffic. Pairs of 
one-way streets incorporate the safety 
features of divided highways. 


2. The capacity of the existing streets 


is enhanced considerably by the elimi- 
naton of many inherent conflicts of typi- 
cal street patterns, such as, by eliminat- 
ing turn movements, traffic from oppo- 
site direction, etc.' This improvement 
can be enhanced up to SO per cent, es- 
pecially on narrow streets. 


3. The operation of traffic will move 


safer and faster under a one-way street 
plan. Driving will be simplified by the 
elimination of multiple conflicts. The re- 
quired field of vision on approach to in- 
tersections is reduced since a driver 
needs to be alert to fewer movements 
than those drivers on two-way streets. 


4. A business section will prosper under 


a one-way street plan more than under 
the previous two-way street plan. The ca- 
pacity of the area is increased thus al- 
lowing more traffic to utilize the existing 
street areas. Of course, parking of ve- 
hicles is still critical for the business 
section. It is surprising that modern busi- 
nessmen react to their emotions rather 
than the experience gathered by many 
one-way street business sections today. It 
would be to the advantage of the Arling- 
ton Heights Chamber of Commerce to 
check with the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce or the U.S. Chamber of Com- 


merce, or even any of the traffic control 
management groups utilized by Arlington 
Heights, as to the pros and cons of one- 
way streets. 


It's natural for business and the con- 


sumers to complain about "change." 
This type of traffic pattern change will 
facilitate the safe and quick movement 
by all users of the road. Both, in the 


short and long range views, a one-way 
street plan fa the business section will 
demonstrate an efficient, 
modernistic 


business community. It's to your advan- 
tage — Mr. Businessman and Mr. Con- 
sumer — togive the plan your complete 
cooperation rather than "shoot it down 
before it's had a chance."

As A Form Of Therapy

The fashion show was a huge success. 


There were over 275 people in attend- 
ance; lovely fashions were provided by 
the Cynthia Shoppe whose staff spent 
many hours choosing the right clothes; 
and the models glided down the aisle, 
poised and beautiful: 


The setting was the large, comfortable 


auditorium on the fourth floor of Forest 
Hospital. The models and stagehands 
were patients of the Des Plaines mental 
hospital. The fashion show was therapy. 


The fashion show, lectures on groom- 


ing by a stewardess, family living dis- 
cussions, occupational therapy and nu- 
merous other forms of therapy are part 
of the young adult program provided by 
Forest for men and women between the 
ages of 18 and 30. 
v 


There are anywhere between 30 and 40 


young adults in the program with all 
types of mental illness, from the least to 
most serious. 


PSYCHO-THERAPY, one part of the 


treatment program, is handled by the 
doctors. Psychodrama, a chance for the 
patients to act out experiences they have 
had, 
is held twice a week, and group 


therapy meets three times a week. Fami- 
ly therapy is also an important part. 


The rest of the program is geared to 


normal activities, said Mrs. Kent (Deb- 
bie) Hirschfelder, who is in charge of 
hospital partialization and heads the 
young adults program. "We design the 
activities to what they can do despite 
their illness. Our activities are designed 
to be therapeutic." 


One such activity was going on in oc- 


cupational therapy. The patients were 
working on booths for a hospital carnival 
which was held Aug. 15 and 16. Large 
refrigerator boxes were being sprayed 
bright 
green to 
house the 
games. 


Patients, family and friends were invited 
to attend the event. 


" T H E 
OCCUPATIONAL 
therapy 


(O.T.) activities are geared to help the 
patients learn socialization skills. They 
also give them new and interesting leis- 
ure activities," Debbie explained. 


She guided me through the O.T. work 


area which included every form of art 
and craft material imaginable. Leather 
work, ceramics, paintings, clay heads, 
papier mache, masks and so on were 
being created by engrossed patients of 
all ages. Debbie pointed out the art in- 
structor, Helene Gullotta, who was busy 
setting up an easel for a bearded young 
man. 


''She's been retired for 10 years after 


having taught art for years in the public 
schools. She has been at Forest teaching 
classes ever since she retired," Debbie 
explained. 


The drama class is making a movie. 


They wrote their own script and are put- 
ting it on film. Debbie mentioned that 
there were several staff people at Forest 
who have had experience in production. 


FAMILY LIVING is another large area 


of the complete program. Debbie noted 
that each area overlaps with another, 
making it a tight and complete means of 
treatment. Once a week, members of the 
young adult program plan, buy for and 
serve the dinner meal. After the meal 
they sit around the table over dessert 
and coffee and discuss budgeting, food 
purchasing and the whole gambit of fam- 
ily living topics from veneral disease 
to marrying out of your religion. 


"You wouldn't believe how many of the 


women here, at 30 years old, are not able 
to buy food for a simple meal. They have 
either never done it or they just don't 
know how to go about it — they're 
afraid. The night they make the dinner 
every participant gets the feeling of hav- 
ing accomplished something," Debbie 
said. 


THERE IS ALSO a vocational guid- 


ance program for the young adults. 
People from the state come in to counsel 


and help the patients get jobs. The coun- 
selors on the program give advice on 
what to wear for an interview, how to fill 
out applications and how to act during an 
interview. In some cases, Debbie ex- 
plained, the former job of the patient 
.was a contributing factor to their illness 
and when they return to the working 
world they have to find a job in another 
field. 


The hospital gives vocational training 


in some areas. They have typing and 
shorthand classes, and patients can earn 
high school and in some cases, college 
credits for courses they pursue while 
being hospitalized. Also, a sheltered 
w o r k s h o p on the grounds enables 
patients to do piece work for companies 
and be paid a small wage. Other patients 
work in the hospital, acting as sales per- 
sonnel in the gift shop, as librarian to the 
staff library, doing typing and other cler- 
ical jobs and for pay. 


* 
THE 'GROOMING CLASSES are part 


of the family living program. Presently, 
Pam Krug of American Airlines is donat- 
ing her time to instruct the young women 
in how to choose their clothes, wear their 
make-up, sit, stand, walk and other bits 
and pieces of good grooming. 


"Having a stewardess give the lectures 


adds a touch of glamor and also makes it 
more interesting for the patients," said 
Debbie. 


The fashion show was the aftermath of 


the last family living session. "It gave 
the women a lot of confidence in them- 
selves. They all started from scratch — 
no one had ever modeled before — and 
they all worked together. 


"The women from the Cynthia Shoppe 


were wonderful. They gave so much time 
and had so much patience," she said. 


Social therapy gives the patients a 


chance to learn new behavior and then 
try it out. They're in a very supportive 
atmosphere while doing this, Debbie ex- 
plained, which makes it easier. Current 
events discussions, debates and other ac- 


tivities help each one to gain confidence 
in himself and gain social skills at the 
same time. They learn to relate to oth- 
ers. 


HOSPITAL LIFE for the young adults 


is not limited to the hospital grounds. 
Frequent expeditions are undertaken into 
the outside world. Once a week the 
patients go on a shopping trip to De? 
Plaines. They have gone to baseball 
games, to dinner and theater at the Old 
Orchard Country Club and to Arlington 
track. Every Friday night they attend or 
hold informal dances. Each patient has 
to have permission from his doctor to 
participate. 


"We try to get out as much as pos- 


sible," said Debbie. 
"Some of the 


patients feel they have 'mental illness' 
written across their foreheads and it's 
good for them to find out that they can 
be out and no one has any idea they are 
mental patients." 


Always available as friends and adv; 


sors are the five counselors who super- 
vise the young adult program. All havr 
backgrounds in psychology plus exten- 
sive experience in working with the men- 
tally ill. They range in age from 24 to 30 
matching the ages of the people the?- 
treat. Debbie, a Des Plaines resided 
with a masters in clinical psychology 
heads the team. Working with her are 
Mrs. Robert Bloom, a mother of two 
from Elk Grove; Bruce Townsley a 
Park Ridge; Tom Grabber of Chicago: 
and Christine Smith of Chicago, who was 
just hired. 


"Our relationship with the patients is 


very good," Debbie said of the staff. "If 


is one of friendship while they're here. 
One of us is close to each of the patients. 
Then, too, the rest of the staff at Forest 
works with our people." 


No matter how excellent the programs 


or the facilities — both of which Forest 
Hospital can boast — they succeed or fail 
because of the people behind them. At 
Forest they succeed for that very reason. 


PLANNING, BUYING, preparing and serving the 
dinner meal once a week is another part of the 
therapy mentally ill patients receive in the young 


adult program. Many of the patients have never 
been able to do these things successfully before 
being taught to do them in this program. After the 


meal, the group discusses their successes and fail- 
ures.

Public Waters Of Illinois Vanishing

Do you happen to have $2.25 in your 


pocket? 


I'm talking about $2.25 that you have 


no use for. 


If you would like to throw away $2.25, 


buy an Illinois fishing license. 


It's as good a way as any to waste 


your money. 


The state of Illinois will gladly milk 


you of your $2.25 but it does not give the 
fisherman a place to wet his line, par- 
ticularly in northeastern Illinois. 


And the situation is getting worse. 
If you wailt to fish in the waters of 


northeastern Illinois you must either (1) 
own a boat, (2)live on a lakefront lot, or 
(3)know somebody who lives on a lake- 
front lot. 


The biggest problem facing fishermen 


are those lakefront lots. 


For some reason or another (probably 


greed), Illinois has sold nearly every 
square foot of land surrounding the wa- 
ters of lakes, bays, ponds and rivers. 


Fox Lake is nearly surrounded by pri- 


vate homes whose lots reach right down 
to the water. Grass Lake is the same. So 
is Pistakee Lake, Long Lake, Round 
Lake, Lake Zurich, Deep Lake and Lake 
Villa. There are probably many more 
that I have missed in my 300 miles of 
journeying seeking fishing grounds in 
northeastern Illinois. 


Not only does the fisherman face the 


dilemma of finding a place to fish, when 
he does discover one, the waters are usu- 
ally polluted from the wastes that the 
lakefront home owners spew into the 
lakes and bays. 


The state, somewhere along the line, 


figured that it could get more money by 
selling lots near lakefronts. 


Well, Illinois, which is so poorly mis- 


managed by the government that it was 
on the verge of bankruptcy before the 
state income tax was imposed, got its 
money from selling lakefront lots. 


Thus, nearly 5,000,000 people in north- 


eastern Illinois have little water for, not 
only fishing, but swimming as well. 


Inevitably, somebody is going to men- 


tion the forest preserves and state parks 
that Illinois has established. 


IT LOOKS GOOD but this pond and adjoining lake are 
unavailable to the public. The above is located in a 
private development, Many housing developers have 


purchased entire, or most shoreline, of a majority of the 
lakes in Illinois . . . which leaves little roo mfor public 
water recreation.

forest preserves are nothing more than 
parks with a few acres of trees and 
grass. Forest preserves is just a fancy 
name for a park. 


There are few bodies of water on these 


forest preserves for fishing, boating or 
swimming. A few forest preserves have 
rivers running through them, such as the 
Des Plaines River, but they are dis- 
gustingly polluted. 


There are a few state parks but these 


are next to useless to the average week- 
end fisherman. 


Take the Chain 0' Lakes State Park, 


for instance.

There is only one road accessible to 


Grass Lake, on which the state park is 
located. And that one road leads to a 
boat ramp. 


Waters around boat ramps, filled with 


oil spewed forth from boat engines, mo-' 
tor noise and congestion, are not exactly 
a haven for fish. 
~ 


The McHenry Dam State Park is in the 


same boat, so to speak, as the Chain 0' 
Lakes park. 


Therefore, if you do not own a boat, or 


if you cannot afford to rent a boat for the 
outlandish prices renters charge, the 
state parks are worthless to the average 
fisherman. 


Not only have local developers pur- 


chased most of the area around lakes, 
many of these developers have bought 
entire lakes from the obliging Illinois 
government. 


At some of these lakes, no one except 


the land owners in the housing devel- 


opment may fish in the lake. 


As a sign said on one such lake, "No 


fishing unless you have a special permit 
card and necessary identification." 


One landowner at such a development 


found a way to make money with a sign, 
"Fish here — $1.50 for two hours," on bis 
property. 


Please not that I am just a run-of-the- 


mill fisherman I like to get out and drop 
the bobber in the water once every 
•couple of weeks. I'm not a fanatical 
sportsman, just a guy who likes to spend 
time in the outdoors once in a while. 


Many readers might say that I am em- 


ploying unnecessary scare tactics and 
that I am over-exaggerating the situ- 
ation. 


Well, I am using scare tactics. I'm 


scared myself. I am not over-exagger- 
ating, in fact, I may be.understating the 
issue. 


I used to think that New Jersey, which 


some mole called the Garden State, was 
the absolute hole in the ground. 


But Illinois is quickly surging into the 


lead. Illinois is rapidly heading toward 
the No. 50 ranking in outdoor recreation 
for Americans. And No. 50 is even lower 
than the same state which boasts such 
awful places as Camden, Newark and 
Trenton. 


But, unless Illinois begins setting aside 


places for water recreation and starts to 
halt pollution of its waters, the Land of 
Lincoln will be known as ... 
well . . 


you can make up your own line. 


As it stands now, Illinois' recreation fa- 


cilities are terrible. 


And it's enough to sicken the stomach 


CONGESTION. It helps to own a boat to fish in the 
waters of Illinois. Unfortunately, too many Illinois fish- 
ermen have come to this understanding, cluttering avail- 


able coastal waters with docks and filling the lakes and 
channels with boats. The fish certainly do not find an 
area such as the above as a haven in which to live.

Atcher Asks Vote 
Perjury Penalties

Scbaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher, 


Republican candidate for Cook County 
clerk, recommended Tuesday that penal- 
ties for individual perjury for voters who 
falsely claim to be someone they aren't 
be included in the Illinois election code. 


Hearings on a revised election code 


were held at the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel In Arlington Heights yesterday and 
Monday by the Illinois Election Laws 
Commission chaired by Third District 
Sen. John A, Graham, R-Barrington. The 
commission Is attempting to update Illi- 
nois election laws. 


Atcher suggested that voter photo- 


graphs and thumb prints could be used. 
as a method for identification by judges 
when registration cards are missing or 
affidavits need to be checked. 


Township clerks should be used in the 


suburbs for running elections, Atcher 
said. The Schaumburg mayor said that 
this practice not only brings government 
closer to the people, but the township 
clerk serves at less cost than a hired 
deputy to the county clerk. 


In his testimony before the election 


laws commission, Atcher also favored 
consolidation of elections and the short- 
ening of time between primary and gen- 
eral elections. He suggested that the 
primary be held in May and the general 
election in August or September. 


HOWEVER, THE Schaumburg mayor 


supported a provision for emergency 
elections for local governments in the 
state election laws, in addition to general 
election days. 


According to Atcher, a municipal bond 


referendum would have been necessary 
in Schaumburg to finance a sewer line 
along Plum Grove Road, (when the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District ruled the vil- 
lage sanitation treatment plant on Plum 
Grove was unsatisfactory), if the village 
hadn't had the available funds to pay for 
the line.

Plum Grove Road will cost the village 
$124,000. 


Other improvements in .Illinois election 


law recommended by Atcher were: 


—Illinois election laws should be struc- 


tured to make it easy for people to vote 
rather than to make it difficult for them. 


—Party ballot positions should be ro- 


tated from left to right from one election 
to another to give parties an equal 
chance. 


—Voting machines could be stored in 


schools and public buildings between 
elections so that they might be used in 
voter instruction. However, they would 
remain locked to prevent tampering. 
. —Penalties for tampering with voting 
machines should be included in the elec- 
tion code. 


—Election day should be a holiday so 


that all can vote. Employes then would 
have no interference with their jobs. In 
addition, schools would be available for 
polling places. 


—All advertising should be removed 


from polling places, including the name 
of the county clerk on voting materials. 


(Atcher will challenge the Democrat 


incumbent Edward Barrett for county 
clerk in November.)
